A Midsummer Fete in the Pueblo of San Juan. 
by ii. ir. 


F r o m J a n u a r y A t l a n t i c . 


W e had just crossed the Rio Grande at a 
point where its meadows were brilliantly 
green, 
Rising abruptly out of this vivid 
green meadow, and barring our way, like a 
colossal ant-hill, stood a great drab mound, 
with broken lines, suggesting walls and roofs 
at top. 
Our road led right up and into this 
mound. 
Not a green leaf, not a green blade; 
blank, shadeless, shadowless, drab, dust or 
sand under foot on all sides, shifting, solid : 
piles and banks of it, shifting at each step or 
each breeze; walls and banks of it, solid, 
and perforated here and there by small open­ 
ings. 
These solid walls and banks, we pre­ 
sently perceived, were in tiers—tiers of ter­ 
races i and the perforations were of various 
sizes. 
Each terrace was spread out, Hat at top, 
and a few feet wide; at back of this another 
straight terrace, spread out, 
Hat at top; 
this, again surmounted by a third; and so on, 
till in some places they were live stories high. 
Queer strips of lattice-work stood,on these 
terraces, slanted, tilted, propped irregularly 
here and there; they also were of a drab colól­ 
as if walls, toots, ladders, all had been run, 
wet mud, into a fretted mould, baked and 
turned out, like some freaky confectioner’s 
device made of opaque, light blown cough 
candy. 
A t intervals on these terraces, or oh 
the ground near the base of the walls, stood 
low oval mounds of the same baked drab 
mud, shaped like the half of an egg shell, 
with an aperture left hi the small end. 
To 
have seen a big sw allow ’s head sticking out 
of auy one of these would have seemed only 
natural. 
There were also herb and there on 
the ioofs, lifted'a few" feet above them, queer 
little thatches of brush; ragged and unfinished 
like the first rough platform of twigs and 
mud the robin Jays for her uest. 


. This is what one sees at the first glance,'on 
looking at an adobe pueblo. 
A fter discover­ 
ing their plairand the arrangements and uses 
of the odu structures, they can never again 
wear precisely the sam e expression. 
The 
tiers and lerraces are the stories and roofs ol 
the houses; the holes are doors and windows, 
opening iuto rooms under the terrace roots ;i 
the strips of lattice-work are ¡adders, the only 
means of going from1 one terrace to another ¡ 
above or below ; the little oval mounds are 
ovens; and the queer brush thatches áre the ■ 
I’ueblo Indian’s pleasure boWers, summer 
houses, arbors, sheltering him from the sun, 
when ho would lie down on his terrace roof. 
Also, being thrifoy, and driven to expedients 
in his narrow quarters, iie sometimes uses 
these thatches as drying-ground for red pee­ 
pers, which m ake a line show, topping off a 
pile of drab terraces. 
There were tour or five 
of these terraced piles, some larger, some 
& mailer, yet without any regularity, and a 
,-mnll open plaza. 
On one side of this was an 
old church, also of adobe; long, low, with 
two square, white-washed towers, aud an 
archway on the front. 
' 


W hen w e'd rove into this plaza it was 
swarming 
w ith Indians and Mexicans—a 
kaleidoscope o f all the hues of the rainbow'. 
On the terraces were standing hundreds of 
the Indians, all decked in the gayest colors: 
bareheaded, wrapped iu blankets, motionless, 
most of them, as statues. 
The gorgeousness 
of the pictures they made, relieved against 
these walls and banks of drab, and kindled by 
the brilliant blue of the sky overhead, could 
never be told, .either by pen oi\ by brush. 
It 
was a dazzling of color, 
^deling to the be­ 
wilderment of the scene came the sharp, 
plaintive notes of the old bell hanging in the 
white archway of the church. 
It was Saint 
John’s Day, and the bell was ringing for 
morning mass. 


The mud floor of the church was crowded 
with kneeling' atld’ squatting "Mexicans’ and 
liiuians: silent1, 'devout, sM^yed, their faces 
were studies. - The blackness 6£ their hair: 
and their eyes might almost be said to darken 
the place. The women wove shawls on their 
toads, • sometimes close 
drawn 
aroimd 


their 
faces, 
.sometimes 
held 
gracefully 
with 
one 
hand, 
som etim es 
allowed 
to 
fall free... There is a.m ystic spell about a 
shawl bn a Mexican w om an’s head; it never 
comes off; it may trail on the ground at one 
side, but the other end w ill cling on, if it is 
only by a fringe. 
Som e of the well-to-do 
ones, who evidently considered themselves in 
full dress, wore white cambric sit n-bon nets 
the fulb crowns and the long capes fastened 
on by shining steel buttons at each plait. 
It 
seemed inexplicable that they could not per­ 
ceive how much better the raggedest beggar 
woman there looked,- who had a shawl over 
her head, than they did in their white bon­ 
nets. 
. 


The shrines were gay w ith tawdry dowers, 
and high caudles burned on all sides. 
Iu 
front of the rail were half a dozen shabby lit- 
ife flaring, smoking tallow tapers—tokens of 
expiation or entreaty from som e of the poor 
souls who squatted close behind, watching 
their struggling flames w ith piteous earnest­ 
ness. 
The priests, gorgeous in white robes 
and brilliant Vestments, were there to assist 
in the mass. 
On occasion of these fetes, the 
priests from all the m ission stations witiiin 
reach gather together, to add dignity and 
splendor to the observance. 


A s soon as the services ended, the throng 
poured out of the church in an irregular pro­ 
cession, in the middle of which, under a 
canopy, were carried im ages of Christ and 
the Virgin Mary, and Saint John, the patron 
saint of the day. 
The Indians with guns 
ran alongside, firing 
at 
intervals; green 
branches were waved; w ild Indians 011 horse­ 
back, splendid hi paint and feathers, dashed 
■ back: and forth; the little bell tinkled; the 
close-shorn heads and black robes of the 
priests flitted in and out am ong the stieam ing 
long-haired visages and red and yellow and 
blue wrappings and trappings o f the Indians. 
The whole plaza seemed to surge and! glitter 
under the hot sun, as the crowds ran to and 
fro. 
The sacred images w ere set in a small 
booth, built of green boughs; there to remain 
all day, to receive any offerings which the 
devout-minded might wish to m ake to them. 
This was the end of the church’s part of the 
fete. 
The Indians were free now to keep the 
rest of the day in their ow n fashion. 
In 
few minutes hundreds of them had clambered 
up and out 011 the ledgerlike roofs of their 
strange, terraced houses; standing, squatting, 
lying down, they grouped them selves, from 
end to end of the town, as if with no other 
thought than of pictorial effect. 
It was 
scene to make an artist beside him self with 
delight—no two groups 011 a level; 110 two 
groups alike; men, wom en, children, babes, 
every living creature of them wrapped'and 
decked in brilliant colors, which were thrown 
into a positive splendor of relief by the soft, 
pale, half-brown, half-yellow color of ; the 
walls behind, above and below them. 
Ovpr it 
a sky of blazing blue, such as only a south 
er 11 latitude, southern sum m er and southern 
sun together could make.

The Fertility of the V alleys in Montana. 


James S. Brisbin, New York Herald. 


A finer country than the N orth Pacific road 
traverses, from Glendive to M issoula, a dis­ 
tance of over six hundred’’ m iles,.does not 
exist anywhere on this green earth. 
I have 
been over every foot of it, and have marched 
up and down its valleys ever sinco 1870, and 
know whereof I'affirm. 
Its lands are mostly 
black loam, and equal to the best flat lands in 
N ew York or Pennsylvania. 
It w ill produce 
all kinds of crops grown in the north, and in 
greater abundance than 1 have seen anywhere 
else. 
Take the Y ellowstone valley, for ex­ 
ample, (320 miles long, and traversed by the 
road tor 383 miles, with bottom s forty five 
m iles in width and 'alluvial deposits 011 black 
soil five and six feet deep. 
H ere at Keogh 
we have as fine gardens as I ever saw. 
I wish 
1 could have sent you som e o f the water­ 
melons and imtiskmelons w e had this sum­ 
mer; that could not be done, but I can send 
you some of the potatoes, and w ill dp so. 
Boil them with their jackets on aud see what 
the good w ife says about them . 
Wherever 
farming has been tried in the Yellowstone 
valley the crops have exceeded the expecta­ 
tions of the husbandman. A t Froze to Death, 
seventy miles west of here, w heat of a very 
superior quality has been raised. A few miles 
further up 4,000 bushels good oats were raised 
by 
a farmer 011 
ninety 
acres of 
land, 
and the whole crop was sold at 55 cents a 
bushel. 
Another 
farmer raised four hun­ 
dred bushels of oats 011 tw elve acres aud an­ 
other seven hundied 011 twenty-five acres. In 
neither case was irrigation used. 
The aver­ 
age yield of wheat iu Moutaua is twenty-five 
bushels per acre, though thirty, forty and 
titty bushels are often raised. 
T he wheat is 
of a very superior, quality, and better eveii 
than Minnesota or Dakota wheat. 
It con­ 
tains a large proportion o f nitrogenous or 
flesh-producing matter. 
Its w eight is 6 per 
cent, heavier than eastern 
states 
wheat. 
Spring wheat is the best to plant. 
Barley 
grows as well as oats .and. w heat. 
There is 
now on exhibition in M iles City a squash 
Weighing ninety-four pounds, cabbages weigh­ 
ing ten pounds; red beets, seven pounds; po­ 
tatoes, twopouuds; onions, bhii and a half 
pounds'; 
carrots and parsnips, iweuty-si.V 
inches long; corn ears,' tw elve inches, witn ‘ 
stalks eleven feet nine inches high; pop corn, 
thirty-two rows to the ear; i'ed peppers of the 
finest quality; 
bloom corn and tomatoes. 
The vegetables are all-of rare quality and the 
best flavor. 1 think, I ever tasted. 
The pars­ 
nips are exceptionally fine, and so are the 
actishes, squashes and pum pkins. 
A ll that 
wUl grow ’ anywhere in the north seems to 
grow here in the greatest profusion and of 
the best quality.

The ordinances of the plumber?., approved 
by the mayor and alderman of Loudon in the 
thirtieth year of Edward 111, ordain “that 
every one of the trade shall do his work well 
and lawfully, and that for working a clove of 
lead for gutters or for roofs of houses he 
shall take only j-jd., and for w orking a clove 
for furnaces, belfrys and conduit pipes, Id. 
Aiso, that 110 one for any singular profit shall 
engross lead coming to the said city for sale, 
to the damage of the com monalty, but that 
all persons of the said trade, as w ell poor ¡is 
rich, shall be partners therein at their de­ 
sire.’’ 
There were many ordinances, both 
royal and municipal, in the fourteen century 
for the sale of various com modities, “¡it rea­ 
sonable prices.’’ 
The general 
standard of 
“reasonable" or fair price and profit was cu ­ 
min. ' Where the seasons, as in the ca -e of 
food, or other circumstances mad«» a custom 
ary price impossible, the local authorities of 
the central government itself intervened to 
prevent sellers from taking advantage of the 
necessities of buyers. 
There was abundance 
of self-seeking and greed of lucre, as w ell a> 
of hypocrisy, in the mediieval 
world, but 
they worked not through com petition, 
but 
through combination: towns. guilds. 
com ­ 
panies,classes, grasping at exclusive privileges, 
monopolies and gains. 
Men pursued their 
prey, as it were, in troops and packs. 
What 
was sought wits not the gain of 
individuals 
as stieh, but of communities, 
corporatii 
fraternities and orders.

Black Stones. 


When it is considered how m uch the man­ 
ufacturing interests of a country aud m any of 
the comforts of life depend upon coal, it be­ 
comes easy to understand the an xiety evinced 
by political economists as to the results that 
may follow the exhaustion o f the su p p ly of 
that material 
From coal we derive the force 
which turns the mill, propels the steam boat, 
draws the railway train, and perform s a 
thousand other offices tending to econom ize 
time, lessen labor, and increase and m ultiply 
our enjoyments, and even a tem porary stop­ 
page of the supply would be one o f the 
reatesc calamities that could befall us at the 
present time. 
It is within a com paratively 
ecent period in the history o f the country, 
however, that coal has risen into im portance. 
Its existence and combustible q u alities were 
known in early times; but beyond being re­ 
garded as a curiosity, no attention seem s to 
have been paid to it, and up till about six 
centuries ago, no attempt had been m ade to 
use it as a fuel. 
The earliest docum ent in 
which it is mentioned are “T he.Saxon Chron­ 
icles of Peterborough,” written in the year 
852. Though the monks learned an d appre­ 
ciated the value of coal early, it d oes not 
seem to have found favor^with the people 
generally until several centuries afterwards. 
Wood and peat were the m aterials com m only 
used as fuel, and in houses’ o f the w ealthier 
classes charcoal was burned. 
It w as only 
when wood began to get scarce, and o f a con­ 
sequence, went up in . price; that attention 
was turned to the “black s t o n e s b u t such 
was the prejudice against them on account of 
the disagreeable smoke they gave out, that 
those who were disposed to. give them a fair 
trial met with opposition on all hands. 
In 
the beginning of the fourteenth century, the 
Loudon brewers and sm iths, finding the high 
price of wood’pressing hardly upon their re­ 
turns, resolved to make som e experim ents 
with coal; but immediately an outcry was 
raised against them by persons livin g near 
the breweries and forges, the king w as peti­ 
tioned, and a law was passed prohibiting the 
burning 
of 
coal 
w ithin 
the 
city. 
Those who had tried Mt, how ever, found 
the new fuel to bo so much superior to wood 
that they persisted in its use. 
B ut so deter­ 
mined were the government to suppress what 
was regarded as an intolerable nuisance, that 
a law was passed making the burning o f coal 
in London a capital offense; and it is recorded 
that one manat least was executed under that 
law. 
It would appear that the ladies w ere 
most bitterly opposed to the u se o f coal ro f 
domestic purposes.

B. I’. Shillaber relates the following an­ 
ecdote of Edwin Forrest, the actor, in his 
Boston correspondence of the, Hartford PosJ;

Desdemona’s Handerchief in France. 


F r o m t h e S t. J a m e s ' G a z e t t e . 


When Ducis arranged “Othello” for the 
French stage the handkerchief that betrays 
Desdemona became ¡1 head-hand or fillet in­ 
laid 
with diamonds. 
The history of this 
.bandeau affords one ot the most curious in­ 
stances of the force of convention to litera­ 
ture. 
The French tragic muse, “la Mel­ 
pomene Française,” spent 110 less a period 
than ninety-eight years in forming her mouth 
to pronounce the 
simple word 
“hander­ 
chief," mouchoir, before an assembled audi­ 
ence, although 
the words chien and eponge 
are to be found iu the tragedies of Racine. 
In the year 1792 the virtuous Zaire, in Vol­ 
taire's tragedy, having need of her hander­ 
chief, and not daring to pull it out of the 
pocket of her voluminous hooped petticoats, 
produced a letter in its stead. 
In 17U’2 the 
French tragic muse had once more need of 
this handerchief for the nuptials of a sort of 
cousin of Desdemona, the citoyenne Hedel- 
mone, as Alfred de Vigny called her. 
But, 
probably because 
the 
directory 
required 
greater luxury, 
the bandeau of 
diamonds 
was substituted for the more useful, though 
vulgar, handkerchief. 
In li^O, in a transla­ 
tion of Schiller's “Marie Tudor,” produced on 
the Parisian stage, the French tragic music, 
no longer answering to the sobriquet of .Mel­ 
pomene, bravely produced the handkerchief 
before the audience and called it not a hand­ 
kerchief, but a tissu and a don—a tissue and 
a gift! 
F inally in Alfred.de V igny’s transla­ 
tion of “O thello,” Dlayed at the Theater Fran­ 
çais in 18‘iO, Desdemona appeared under her 
own name and tke famous handkerchief was 
restored ami called a handkerchief— un mou­ 
choir—to the horror of the weak and the de­ 
light of the romancists. 
“You cannot imag­ 
ine.” says Théophile Gautier, “the storui that 
hurst in the pit of the Theater Français 
when the Moor of Venice, grinding his teeth, 
demanded, again and again that handkerchief, 
!>rudently called a bandeau in the Shakes­ 
pearian imitation of the “bon ducis.’ ” 
The 
production of A lfred de V igny’s “Othello” 
was the o c c a s i o n of an uprorious literary bat­ 
ik*. 
The scandal created by the piece could 
not have been’greater, he says in his preface, 
■\si le More eut profane une eglise.” 
This 
excellent 
translation was only performed 
once. The next day it was proscribed and the 
restoration of D ucis proclaimed.

A BEPENTANT STALWART FOB REFORM. 


Mr. Nixon, the manager of th e Chicago 
Inter-Ocean, was disappointed in no t securing 
the collectorship of the port of Chicago. 
He 
thought he had earned it by his fa ith fu l ad­ 
vocacy of Logan’s election to the sen ate and 
Grant’s nomination to a third term . 
H e was 
a stalwart and the stalwart idea is th a t the 
party woikers should get the offices inde­ 
pendent of considerations of personal fitness. 
The stalwart editor also likes to hold office. 
This is just as true here as in the east. 
All 
of the leading stalwart editors in th is state 
either now 
hold an 
office 
or 
are ear­ 
nestly seeking one. 
These sta lw art papers 
also believed that “senatorial courtesy” is a 
good custom, and supported C onkling in the 
fight over Robertson. 
But it is n o t so good a 
custom when it defeats a stalw art fo r office. 
It is well known that Senator L ogan w as the 
one who defeated Nixon. 
Logan w as under 
every obligation to Nixon. 
H e really elected 
him senator in the winter of 1878-79. 
B ut Lo­ 
gan ungratefully turned against him , and not­ 
withstanding Nixon had the help of th e three 
congressmen,defeated him,through th e custom 
of “senatorial courtesy.” Mr. N ixon now sees 
the injustice of this and attacks it in a long 
editorial. 
It is indirectly a strong plea for 
civil service reform. 
The idea o f appoint­ 
ments belonging to a senator is all wrong 
yet the Inter-Ocean has asserted th is princi­ 
ple in the Robertson contest. 
I t now shows 
the injustice of it in the following: 


Senator Lopran’a bonst that no m an c o u ld be 
appointed to a federal office in Chicagro w ith ou t 
his recommendation has been verified, a n d in a 
short tim e there w ill be a com p lete s e t o f offi­ 
cers in the g-overmncnt buildiujr w h o w ill ow e 
their official positions to the sen ator. 
S im u lta­ 
neous with this comes from W ash in gton a sem i­ 
official anouncem ent that the ru le in deciding- 
appointments is that in all cases w h ere th e fu n c­ 
tions of tho office extend over m ore th a n one 
district, the appointm ent belong-sto th e sen ator. 
The rule is the same for all a p p o in tm en ts in 
democratic districts. No one can su c c e ssfu lly 
dispute the senators in them. 
Wh*'n th e fu n c­ 
tions Oi an oiiico are i.-oniluou to uiiu d istr ic t,turn 
that district represented by a rep u b lica n c m- 
KreS3inan, the office belongs to th e co n gressm an . 
If this rule is fully affirmed by th e p resid en t, it 
practically ffives General Logan, o u r o n ly re­ 
publican senator, the appointing-pow er fo r the 
entire state, for we know o f no offices o f any 
importance, except the postolfiees, th a t un der 
tho rule would uot fall to him. 
E v en th e post- 
olfice in Chicago would <fo to the sen a to r, for it 
serves three congressional districts. 


The evil effect of this doctrine on the pub­ 
lic service we have frequently p o in ted out. 
Office holders do not consider th eir first duty 
to the government which employs them , but 
to tho politician that secures them th e ir ap­ 
pointment. 
The Inter-Ocean says the- sam e 
thing about the result of the recent Logan 
appointments. 
It says: “The consequence is 
“that the government building is largely oc­ 
cu p ied by the personal follow ers of the 
“senator, and the questions discussed there 
“are not those of the public good or th e ad­ 
vancem ent of the republican p arty, 
but 
‘those relating to the advancement of th eb au - 
“ner of their leader.” 


The Inter-Ocean now sees ju st w hat a sen- 
satorial “boss” is though it used to th in k it 
unjust to call Conkling, Cameron an d Logan 
“bosses.” 
It describes Logan th e Illinois 
“boss” as follows: 


We have ii senator in our mind. 
It is tr u e he 
has never been elccted to any p o sitio n by the 
people of Chicago, and it m ay b ■ d o u b tfu l 
whether he could be so elected, but to h im alone 
the powers at Washington look tor a d v ic e and 
counsel in selecting local subordinates in C hica­ 
go. Indeed, if the reports o f bis fr ie n d s are 
tru»\ this superior being scarcely deig-us 
to ad­ 
vise and counsel, but rather dictates to th e pres­ 
ident and Ôrtbinet what they shall do fo r C hica­ 
go, Sotne innocent might say th at th e v o ic e of 
the people oujrht to be more p oten t th a n ev en 
senator or comrr ssman, but under th is r u le it 
cannot make itself heard. 
It is b u ried a th o u s­ 
and fathoms under tho stentorian to n e s o f the 
S'-nator. 


It finally closes the article with th e follow ­ 
ing appeal : 


We appeal to all sensible m en, stu lw u rt and 
anti-stalwart,if this is an honest and fa ir d iv isio n 
of political honor and influence? 
In th is wo 
are saying nothing about the ch a ra cter o f th e 
appointees. Let them be of ever so hig-h a ohtu-- 
a'iter, they cannot ignore the 
in flu e n c e that 
gave them position, and the resu lt m u st b e th e tj 
building up of one public man at th e e x p e n s e of 
the rest. 
It will demoralize the p u b lic ser v ic e , 
aud disintegrate the party, and w ill e v e n tu a lly 
result in its inglorious and com plete d e fe a t. 


It is certainly very agreeable to see a stal­ 
wart organ point out the evils o f o u r civil 
service in so forcible a manner even tho u g h it 
required the unsuccessful quest a fte r a n office 
to open its eyes. 
We may even ex p ect stal­ 
wart journalistic applicants for the different 
postoffices, mint, and m arshalships to come 
out boldly for a reform, if Mr. Chaffee don’t 
get in. Think of the editor of the C hronicle 
standing up with MacVeaghand C u rtis and 
demanding that senatorial “bosses” be over­ 
thrown ! !

shows that the territories are increasing in 
population more than three tim es as fast as 
the rest of the country.

District of Columbia were left out. 
W ithout 
the District of Columbia the percentage of in­ 
crease is 120. Arizona and Dakota have had 
the largest increase. 
The form er has in­ 
creased about 400 per cent., and the latter 
about 950 per cent. 


Among the states the largest increase has 
been in the three newest states of the north 
west, Kansas, Nebraska and Colorado.

Increase, 5 per cent. 
The population is nearly equally divided in 
males and females. 
There are 25,518,820 of 
the former and 24,636,903 of the latter. 
In 
the western states and territories the males 
are far in access of the females. 
In all the 
New England states, except Verm ont, the 
female population is the greater. 
The same 
is true of all tho middle states except Dela­ 
ware. 


There is a slight change in the relative pro­ 
portion of the white to the colored population. 
The tendency since 1790 has been to reduce 
the relative proportion of the colored to the 
whites. In 1790 it was the highest when 
the colored population was 19.3 per cent, of 
the entire population. 
The falling off has 
been gradual since, excext in 1S10 and 1860, 
when there was a slight rally. 
In 1870 the 
colored population was 12.7 of t lie entire 
population, 
in 18S0 this proportion was 
changed to 13.1 of the entire population. The 
colored population has increased therefore a 
little more rapidly than the white. 


The ratio of foreign population to native 
changes but little. 
In 1880 we had a foreign 
population of 6,079,943, which was 13.3 per 
cent, ot the entire population. 
In 1870 it 
was 14.4 percent», and in I860 13.5 per cent. 
While we are cordial in inviting foreign im­ 
migration, yet there has been fear that the 
foreign element was growing too large and 
fast to be assimilated. 
I3ut the census shows 
this ratio to be practically the same since 1860. 
This is encouraging. 
While we w ant settlers 
everywhere to assist in developing our re­ 
sources, it is better to ilevelope more slowly 
than to have the character of our population 
changed. 


The Chinese are increasing in population in 
this country. In 1860 there were 34,633; in 
1870, 63,254, and in 1880, 105,465. 
The In­ 
dians who maintain their tribal relations are 
not included in the census. 
Only those who 
are citizens are included. 
T he returns for 
1880 show a large increase in this class. 
In 
1S60 there were 44,021; in 1870, 25,731, and 
in 1880, 66,407. 


We stated our increase in the beginning to 
have been 30 per ceut. 
This is a little under 
the average increase, though in the ten years 
1860-70, the increase was only 22.6 per cent, 
hi 1800, 1850 and 1860 the increase was 
about 35 per cent, for the previous ten years, 
in 1810, 36.3 per cent., in 1820 aud 1840 about 
33 per ceut. 
If we continue to increase in 
population at this ratio, our population in 
1900 will be about 90,000,000. 


It hurts the democrats to think th at Senator 
Sherman has introduced the three per cent, 
funding bill. 
We have already shown that 
the bill vetoed last spring was very different 
in character from the one that Senator Sher­ 
man introduced. So far as the rate goes, it 
is plain that the government can borrow at a 
lower rate to-day than it could a year ago. In 
1870 it was considered quite difficult to place 
a five per cent. bond. 
A t the beginning 
of Hayes administration ?200,000,000 of 4>2' 
per cent, bonds were successfully placed and 
after the success of the resum ption act there 
was no difficulty in placing the four per cents. 
The rate is going down. Because Mr. Sherman 
favors a lower rate this w inter than he 
favored last spring is not In any w ay inconsist­ 
ent. But it seems to us to be the height 
of presumption for 
the 
democracy 
to 
claim 
anything 
that 
lias 
been 
con­ 
ducive to the national credit. 
F our years ago 
a democratic house repealed the resum ption 
act of 1S75. 
Ilad this been carried through 
the other house and received the signature of 
the president it is doubtful if we could fund 
at five per cent. It was the success of the 
resumption act that first made the efforts of 
Secretary 
Sherman 
to 
refund 
at 
a 
low rate of interest successful, or in other 
words it was because a republican 
sen­ 
ate stopped the attacks of the democratic 
house on the naturnal credit, th at we are now 
enabled to borrow money at three per cent. 
Under these circumstances there is no reason 
in the democracy claiming any credit for re­ 
funding at low rates of interest. So far it has 
been done in spite of a democratic congress. 
Senator Sherman should of right have the 
credit of this three per cent, bill since his 
managemeot of resumption alone made it 
possible.

Last Saturday the Uev. Dr. Leonard IJacon 
of New Haven died suddenly of heart dis. 
ease. 
Though within a few weeks of eighty 
years of age, he was in quite vigorous health 
and it was thought his life would be spared 
for many years to come. 
He was born at 
Detroit, Michigan, on the 19th of February, 
1802. 
He graduated at Vale in 1820 aud at 
the Andover Theological Seminary in 1824. 
In March 1325 he became pastor ot the 
Centre 
Congregational 
church 
of 
New 
Haven 
where 
he 
remained 
until 
his 
resignation in lüfiti. 
Nothing c-o’ild speak 
more highly of the usefulness of his work 
and the esteem in which his parishoners held 
him, than this long pastorate of forty-one 
years. 
It is the best test of a man’ssincerity, 
wisdom and ability. From I860 to 1871 he 
acted as professor of systematic theology at 
the Yale Theological school. 
Since 1871 he 
has lectured on church polity and American 
church history. This was his peculiar field. 
He had made the history of Congregationalism 
a special study and was an authority on all 
questions of polity in his own denomination. 
It will be remembered that he really de( ided 
the questions of church polity in tho cele­ 
brated council called by Henry Ward Beecher 
at the Plymouth church about 1875. 
Besides 
his work as a Christian minister and teacher, 
lie was actively engaged in theological dis­ 
cussions in the various periodicals. From 1826 
to 1838, he was one of the editors of the Chris­ 
tian Spectator, a religious magazine published 
at New Haven. 
In 1843 iie assisted in the 
foundation of the New Englander, and has 
been connected with this periodical ever 
since. 
Kiv,m 1846 to 1S63 he was one of the 
editors of tho New York Independent. 
He 
has published several works of great value, 
consisting mainly of compilations of his si r 
mons, addresses, &c. Uis life has been one of 
rare usefulness and length. 
At the time of 
his death he was in the full possession of his 
intellectual powers, 
lie was perhaps the 
most prominent Congregationalist in New 
England and was frequently put forward as 
its representaiive. 
llis life was well rounded 
out, and he goes away loved, honored an.I 
mourned. Mr. A. T. Bacon, his son, and now 
professor at Colorado College, is east, and 
probably was in New Haven at the time of 
the death of his father.

OPINIONS ON COX’ DKCISION. 


W ashington, December 28.—The rem arks 
made by Judge Cox to-day in granting the 
motion to place Guiteau in the dock are the 
subject of much comment and there seems to 
he a general unanimity of opinion that his ex­ 
planation of his reason for according such e x ­ 
traordinary latitude to the assassin up to the 
present time is satisfactory.. 
It appears th at 
the prosecution expressly desired Judge Cox 
to allow Guiteau a full opportunity for 
exhibiting to experts daily assembled in th e 
court room his ineutal condition and real 
moral characteristics and that the adoption 
of 
this 
course 
has 
been 
justified 
by the fact that all the, opinions of the e x ­ 
perts thus far examined have been largely 
based on these very exhibitions. 
T he ex­ 
planation is particularly gratifying to the 
people of Washington, who, without regard 
to party, have long held Cox in high esteem 
for his line legal abilities and upright charac­ 
ter, and they have witnessed with some con­ 
cern the storm of abuse to which he has pa­ 
tiently submitted until the proper time for 
vindication' should arrive. 
There is consider­ 
able speculation as to what his future course 
will be, now that lie has iutimated his in­ 
tention 
to 
hold 
Guiteau 
henceforth 
within strict bouuds. The defense of insanity 
will of course continue to be maintained and 
if Guiteau can make himself heard from the 
dock quite as readily as from his former seat 
the question will soon recur whether the 
judge has a right to assume the assassiu’s 
sanity in advance of the jury and verdict and 
upon this assumption to treat him as a sane 
man might be treated under tiie same circum ­ 
stances. 
It is moreover insisted by m any 
persons that the trial of an admitted sane 
prisoner would be violated by gagging him o r 
removing him from the court room for any­ 
time whatever during the progress of his trial. 
On the other hand, high authority for hold­ 
ing that the constitutional light of a prisoner 
to be present at liis trial don’t include the 
lignt to prevent a trial by unseemly distu rb ­ 
ance. 
A decision on these precise term s w as 
rendered some years ago by Judge B enedict 
in the United States circuit court at N ew 
York, and the United States supreme co u rt 
has unanimously held that certain crim inal 
proceedings had not been vitiated by tiie w it­ 
ness for the defense, who was absent by the 
prisoner’* own procurement, but whose evi*

R u ssian P arty Fitting Out for Scientific Be- 
search in Frozen Seas. 


N k w Y o r k , December 28.—The Herald’s 
S t. Petersburg special says: The. new Rus­ 
sian expedition to explore the mouths of the 
L e n a is under the direction of Nicholas Jur- 
geue, an oflicer of the corps of pilots. 
He 
an d the mathematician, Eigineer, are charged 
w ith the astronomical and meteorological ob­ 
servations. 
A medical doctor, Barge, will 
d ire c t the geological aud botanical researches. 
In addition to these the expedition will be 
com posed of eleven soldiers, two of whom are 
o f C ronstadt; the others will be taken from 
th e local troops at Irkutsk. 
The expedition 
goes by the way of Moscow aud Nijni Novgo­ 
rod ; w here it will provide itself with the 
provisions, clothing and instruments neces­ 
sa ry , besides five sleighs for their conven­ 
ience. 
From Nijni it will proceed to Irkutsk 
by w ay of Ekaterinburg and Lomsk. 
Next 
sp rin g it will leave Irkutsk and will proceed by 
th e L ena toward the frozen sea. As the line of 
th e w ooden region is at a great distance from 
th e m outh of the Lena, the expedition will 
h av e to convey with it the wood necessary for 
constructions and firing. The expedition will 
begin its scientific labors on August 1, 1*8:2, 
an d w ill continue them until the same date in 
ISs:-;. 


T h e expedition is naturally independent of 
th re e others, which, by order of General 
lirnatietf, will employ the most rapid means 
o f reaching the shipwrecked people, but Its 
program m e will give an idea of the efforts 
w hich m ust have been made and the difficul­ 
tie s surm ounted by the messengers who 
b ro u g h t the news, and of the ordeals through 
w h ich the survivors will have to pass before 
th e y arrive at Yakutsk.

! His correspondence with D ickens,T hackeray. 
Leigh Hunt, Wordsworth, D eQ uincev, Lan- 
dor, the Brownings, Proctors and the H ew itts 
was most voluminous. 
W ith D ickens and 
Thackeray especially he enjoyed a m o st inti­

The Boston H erald gives th e following 
history of the Clayton-B uhver treaty, which 
has assumed, w ithin a few w eeks, so much 
importance in our cu rren t diplom acy. Almost 
from the earliest colonization 
of Central 
America, projects had been se t on foot by 
Europeans for connecting the A tlantic and 
Pacific oceans by a ship canal across that 
country, the isthm ain connection between the 
northern and southern halves of the western 
continent; but none of them had ever been 
carried into effect. 
In A u gust, 1839, a num­ 
ber of capitalists in this country organized 
under the name of “ T he A m erican, Atlantic 
and Pacific Ship Canal C om pany,” obtaining 
from the republic of N icaragua a charter 
granting the company the rig h t to construct 
a canal across the territory of th a t country, 
with certain im portant privileges and immuni­ 
ties. 
The citizens, produce and merchandise 
of all nations were to be allow ed to pass 
through the canal subject to no o th er burdens 
and charges than such as m ight be imposed 
on those of the U nited S tates, provided such 
other nations should en ter into the same 
treaty stipulations as w ere to be agreed upon 
between the United States and N icaragua. 


Shortly after the granting of th is charter 
the American charge d ’affairs, by instruction 
of our government, concluded a treaty of 
commerce and friendship w ith Nicaragua, 
one article of which provided fo r the defense 
and protection of this canal com pany in con­ 
structing ar.d operating th e g re at w ork which 
was contemplated by 
them . 
T he United 
States, by this treaty, recognized the sover­ 
eignty and property of N icaragua over the 
line of the proposed canal, and guaranteed 
its neutrality under the control of her citi­ 
zens; and it was also agreed th at no similar 
privileges and im m unities should be accorded 
to other nations, unless th ey entered into 
similar stipulations for defence and similar 
guarantees, 


THE MOSQUITO SIIOUE “PROTKCTORATE." 
13ut Great Britain has, for a long time, 
claimed a kind of protectorate over w hat was 
called the “Mosquito shore” and its native 
tribes of Indians, a id it w as also claimed 
that the port of San Ju a n del N orte, better 
known as Greytown, w hich form ed the east­ 
ern terminus of the proposed canal, fell un­ 
der the British protectorate. 
T h is was de­ 
nied by the government of N icaragua, but 
her authorities had been expelled 
by the 
British government in 1S4S, and had not re­ 
gained the place wheli the trea ty w as made 
between the United States and N icaragua. 
A 
strong opposition was m ade by the British 
minister at W ashington, Sir Ile n ry Bulwer, 
to the ratification ot the treaty, 
and, to ob­ 
viate the difficulties arising o u t of this claim 
of Great Britian, thegovernm ent of th e United 
States, in the early part of tlm bripf adm inis 
tration of President T aylor, en tered into 
negotiation with that power, the re su lt of 
which 
was 
the 
fam ous 
C layton-B uhver 
treaty, so called because the business was 
conducted by John M. Clayton, then secretary 
of state, and Sir H enry B ulw er, representing 
Great Britain. 


By this treaty it was m utually agreed that 
neither party should obtain any exclusive 
control of privileges, or erect any fortifica­ 
tions along the proposed route of~ th e canal, 
“or occupy or colonize, or assum e or exercise 
any dominion over Nicaragua, C osta Kica, the 
Mosquito shore, or any part of C entral A m er­ 
ica,” or use any means 
to 
secure 
any 
exclusive privileges 
there. 
B oth nations 
¡.greed to protect the persons w ho m ight be 
engaged in constructing 
the 
inter-oceanic 
canal across the isthmus, and to g uarantee 
the neutrality of the line so long as no un­ 
fair discriminations were m ade, or unreason­ 
able tolls exacted. 
They prom ised to enter 
into treaties to promote the work, and to inter­ 
pose to settle any disputes which m ight arise. 
Their support was given to th e com pany 
which should first show its in ten tio n and 
ability to carry out the enterprise w ith the 
consent of the local authorities, and one year 
was to be allowed the present A m erican com­ 
pany to give evidence of its ability to con­ 
struct the canal. 


A SERIOUS MISU-N'DERSTAXDIXG. 


In ratifying this treaty the u nderstanding 
on the part of our government w as th a t it p ut 
an*nd to the pretensions of G reat B ritain, 
with regard to the “protectorate” over her 
Mosquito shore, including the p o rt o f San 
Juan del Norte, or Greytown. 
Such a con­ 
struction of the treaty was disputed by Sir 
Henry Bulwer, who declared th at the treaty 
was not designed to affect the position of 
(ireat Britain, exceptmg that she had agreed 
not to use her authority to obstruct the canal. 


President Taylor’s death brought in th e 
Fill more administration, in w hich 
D aniel. 
Webster was secretary of state, anti to Mr. 
W ebster the treaty dispute came as an official 
legacy from the brief adm inistration of M r. 
Taylor. 
Between Sir Ilenry B ulw er and Mr. 
W ebster the kindliest personal relations exist­ 
ed, and the controversy was conducted in the 
most amicable manner. Sir H enry B ulw er ex­ 
pressing his confidence in the im p artiality 
of any conclusion Mr. W ebster m ight arrive 
at. 
The real point at issue was w hether the 
United States could or would consent to the 
assertion, by any European power, of any fu r­ 
ther right of dominion or colonization upon 
the continent of North Am erica beyond th at 
which was embraced in some territo ry long 
before the property of such E uropean pow er. 
The subject became still further com plicated 
while Mr. Webster was in office, by a quarrel 
between Nicaragua and Costa Kica concerning 
their boundary lines. 
Both of them claim ed 
a part of the territory to be traversed by the 
proposed canal, and adding to this com plica­ 
tion was the conflict regarding objects to be 
attained, then existing between the rep resen ­ 
tatives of the two Central A m erican rep u b ­ 
lics stationed at Washington. 


THE CA.\.NON SHOT AT CEEVTOWX. 


“The “Greytown affair,” occurring shortly 
after Sir Henry Bulwer’s return to E ngland 
on a visit, illustrated the consequences of the 
assumption by Great Britain of a “protecto­ 
rate” over the Mosquito shore. 
T he steam ­ 
ship Prometheus, owned by the A m erican 
A tlantic & Pacific Ship Canal com pany, em ­ 
ployed in transporting to Greytown tools and 
workmen for the construction of the canal, 
was, in November, 1851, fired upon in the 
harbor of that town by the British brlg-of-w ar 
Express. The cause of the outrage w as the 
refusal of the commander of the Prom etheus 
to pay certain port dues levied by the “Mos­ 
quito King.” The Express, in firing into th e 
Prometheus, acted under the instructions of 
the British vice consul at Greytown. 
T he 
British government, on bemsc made acquainted 
with the tacts in the case, disavowed th e con­ 
sul’s act, and rendered ample apology to o u r 
government. 


* A brief sketch of the treaty-makers m ay be 
of interest. John Middleton Clayton, the 
American negotiator of the Clayton-Buhver 
treaty, died in 1856 at the age of 60.

Coroner Stewart was afterward noti­ 
fied and he sent Mr. Banning one of the ex­ 
pressmen after the remains, and had them 
brought to Miliard’s undertaking room s. 


A coroner’s jury consisting of W . II. Bates, 
Adam Paster, W illiam Stark, A . K. Frost, 
E. G. Perkins and S. V . Banning w’as su m ­ 
moned. 
The jury viewred the remains o f the 
dead man and found that his left fool had 
been cut off near the ankle and according to 
the testimony of the witness who found the 
body a mass of blood and bones had been 
found near where the body lay. 


The body was identified by W . II. Ferns- 
worth, L. C. Dana and Joseph K night as that 
of Daniel Regan. 


Mr. Knight, upon being sworn, testified that 
he w'as confident that he was Daniel Regan, 
and that he had known him since last M on­ 
day. 
He sa\r him jum p aboard the D urango 
express bound south on Friday night. 


He was seen to jum p on the platform as the 
train left the depot and an officer of the train 
was seen standing on the platform w ith him 
as tile train passed the switch south o f the 
depot. 
Mr. Knight testified that the deceased 
was in liquor at the time. 


A man with whom the deceased boarded 
at the Log Cabin, near the depot, says that he 
was known and passed under the nam e of 
Daniel McCoy. 
He worked for a tim e for C. 


II. White, of the El Paso bank, and also at 
the gas works. 
This man says that he left 
the Log Cabin last night and announced his 
intention of going to Pueblo where he had 
been promised work. 


The jury thought that the evidence w as in­ 
sufficient on which to base a verdict and in 
consequence further exam ination w as 
d e­ 
layed until Tuesday next at two o’clock. 
Mr. 


C. II. W hite was interviewed by a G a z e t t e 
reporter and in response said that he had n ev­ 
er known the man by any other nam e than 
that of Dan. 
He could identify the m an as 
he had worked about his house for 
som e 
time 
but 
he 
was 
entirely 
ignorant 
as to what his name w as. 
Mr. W hite said 
that he was addicted to the excessive use of 
liquor. 
This will, to a certain extent, con­ 
firm the impression formed that he w as 
drunk and walking on the track at the tim e 
he wras run over. 
It is stated that a bottle 
abeled alcohol was discovered in his pocket! 
when his body was found. 


It seems to be a m ystery as to how deceased 
received his death w ound; 
whether he fell 
between the cars or was run over w hile walk' 
mg on the track. 
The wound itself w ould 
not have necessarily caused death had .com ­ 
petent medical assistance been at liand to 
attend to it. 
It is evident that the man died 
from the loss of bleod as a large pool of con­ 
gealed blood was found near his body. 


There were evidences near the track where 
the body was found that would indicate that 
the poor man had crept on hands and kn ees 
some distance from the track. 
lie had also 
tried to bandage his leg in order to stop the 
flow of blood, but instead of tying the bandages 
at the thigh he had wrapped them about the 
ankle. 


The following letter was found upon his 
person directed to Mr. Daniel Regan, Colo­ 
rado Springs, which we publish in full as it 
may lead to a further identification of tfie 
body: 


Cumbkki.a x d, Md., December 1, 1881. 


My Deak Brother—I take the pleasure of 
writing these few lines to you to let you 
know that we are all w ell at present, and 
hoping that when these few lines reached 
you that they may find you the same. 
Dan, 
we thought that you were dead when w e 
couldn’t here from you. 
Terry has written 
to you so often, and always gets his letters 
back. 
Harry Kelso told Mike that he heard 
from you. 
We are living in Cumberland 
now, but we dou’t know how long we w ill be 
here. 
Mike is working for the George Creek 
colnpany and he don’t like it; I think he w ill 
so back to Savage if he can get work there. 
Terry has been liviughere all summer, but he 
moved back to Mount Savage last week; they 
are well. Bill is married. Charley Miller and 
Johnnie are here with us. 
W e don’t like it 
in Cumberland any more; w e are living up in 
Stona Batter. 
This new road spoilt Mount 
Savage; there has been so many moving away 
from there that had no work, but now they 
have a contract of building hoppers and it 
seems to be getting better. 
Dan, let us know 
when you are coming back. 
Dick Suto is 
still living. 
John is here in tow n ; he has 
never been up here but twice to see us; he is 
still running around in Shanty Town. 
K it is 
well and is talking about getting married 
New Year’s to old Mr. Adam s. 
Dan, I was 
over at Bill Young’s last week, and he w as 
asking ine if we ever heard from you, and I 
told him no; he said that he supposed that 
the Indians had taken you. 
Sc no more at 
present, but we still remain your true brothers 
and sisters; until death good bye. 
W rite 
soon, for we are anxious to hear from you.

set u p . his original Indian agency and first 
taught the red man how surely a trade with 
his white brother must bring him out of the 
little end of the horn. 
Santa Cruz was 
founded but a trifle less than 300 years ago— 
by order of his Catholic majesty Philip II, 
king of Spain. 
It ceased to grow, indeed, 
ju st about the time when Philadelphia began 
growing, and for a couple of centuries or so 
it has been at a stand-still; sixty or seventy 
one story adobe houses clustering around 
+hri‘c sides of the little plaza, and on the 
fourth side the famous old capital church of 
Our Lady of Carmen—whose pastor rightfully 
holds his pastorate not through any inter­ 
m ediate bishop, but direct from the pontiff 
bishop of Rome. 
In the chapel—the begin­ 
ning of the church, built long ago by the 
Franciscan missionaries—is a figure of Our 
Lady that was sent over to one of the still 
older churches, back on the coast, by the 
great Queen Isabel, and transported hither bjT 
K ing Philip’s command. 
It is a graceful fig­ 
ure, gorgeously arrayed, and wearing upon 
its wooden head a jeweled golden crown, but 
this is’ not the crown that Queen Isabel sent, 
on ly a cheap imitation of it of modern Paris 
manufacture. 
The original went north in 
the saddle-bag of one of Price’s troopers 
som e three-and-thirty years ago, just after the 
fight out on the mesa, hard by, that ended in 
the defeat of the Mexicans and the sacking of 
the little town. 
There has been other fight­ 
ing here, too. 
Long ago, in the time of the 
Spanish occupation, when the Pueblo Indians 
rose against their task-masters and with sum ­ 
m ary justice massacred them; during the com­ 
paratively recent Pueblo rebellion against 
M exican rule, when right here in the middle 
of the plaza, where the cross stands, old Gov. 
A m ijo stood tip a platoon of the captured 
rebel leaders and then shot them down in 
cold blood; and at various odd tim es be­ 
tw een whiles when the spirit of war has gone 
loose in the land. 
Indeed, this little town of 
Santa Cruz is a living historical novel,—a 
veritable three-volume romance. 


But Santa Cruz has a practical side as well 
as a romantic one, and it was this practical 
sido that I set out to write about when I got 
astray in the other direction. 
It is the center 
o f an agricultural region that has been hith­ 
erto unavailable because inaccessible, but that 
now , being opened by the Denver and Rio 
G rande railway, offers very exceptional in­ 
ducem ents to farmer settlers from the states. 
A ll farm ing here in the southwest Is based 
upon irrigation, and the cost of reclaiming 
.w ild land that in the east goes for clearing 
and uprooting here goes for irrigating ditches 
that w ill bring in from the rivers and streams 
an abundant water supply. 
This sort of agri­ 
culture, while rather appalling to eastern-bred 
farm ers because of its novelty, has everything 
its favor when it is properly understood 


more striking by the many expanses of 
brown soil which is suffered to be fallow be­ 
cause its owners are too lazy to cultivate 
more land than suffices for their own wants. 
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and grapes grow in profusion. 
Probably .. 
anniwg lactory here would be a good specu­ 
lation—the demand for canned vegetables 
in 
tho 
adjacent 
mining 
regions 
being 
enormous—and the results already obtained 
at Las \ egas *how that a profitable business 
can be done in the manufacture of wines. 
But these are complicated means of money­ 
making. 
Truck fanning is simpler and quite 
as sure. 
Any farmer who will come down 
here and work for it can make a very respect­ 
able fortune in six or eight years. 
In tack­ 
ling this work the capital mainly required is ! 
perseverance and pluck

His Plans and His Hopes Before the 
Trial. 


Interesting Information About In­ 
sanity and its Causes. 


"THE brook; 


Messrs. Ferris & Jones received yesterday 
a large invoice of fancy china and glassware 
which has been delayed on the road for som e 


It brings farming at once up to the grade of 
an exact science. 
The element of luck, that 
m ust enter into all calculations relating to 
crops which depend upon the rain-fall, is 
eradicated, and the farmer can tell with cer­ 
tainty in the spring-time precisely what his 
returns w ill be in the fall. 
And he has the 
additional satisfaction of knowing that these 
returns w ill be equal to the best anywhere. 
N ot on ly is the soil rich in itself, but it is 
m ade constantly richer by the alkali held in 
solution in the water used for irrigating it. 
T here is no need to use fertilizers. 
The soil 
is 
naturally 
abundantly 
fertile, 
and its 
strength is constantly renewed. 
The cost of 
the ditches in the first instance is less than 
the farm ers in the east pay for fertilizers for a 
sin gle year; and when the ditches once have 
been dug the cost of keeping them in re­ 
pair is trifling. 
Aud what makes this region 
esp ecially desirable is the fact that theditches 
already are dug. 
Farmers coming down here 
can buy tbeir land one day and begin to put 
in seed the next. 
No time need be lost in 
preparation. 
Work can begin right away. 
A ll th e ditching and reclaiming was done by 
th e M exicans years ago; and it is better done 
than an eastern-bred man would do it, because 
irrigation is one of the few things that the 
M exicans thoroughly understand. 
It is true 
that this land, bought from Its Mexicau own­ 
ers, w ill cost three or four dollars ait acre 
more than equally good land in southern 
Colorado that has not been ditched; but the 
difference in cost is less than the cost of 
ditching, as an American would do the work, 
and the job is better done. 


A nother 
important consideration is the 
abundance and comparative cheapness of 
labor. 
Since the railroad was built down 
here and the Mexicans lmd their Ideas exalted 
by contractors wages, the days of positive 
cheapness are done. 
Yet it is easy to hire as 
m any good men as are required at 75 cents or 
81 a d ay when food is found for them ; at 
S1.50 a day where they feed themselves. Thè 
form er plan, I may add, is the cheaper. 
A 
M exican is not by any means au ideal laborer. 
H e is lazy, and he requires a great deal of 
p oking to m ake him do his work; but then 
he does h is work well. 
Upon the laboring 
m en o f Colorado he is a great improve­ 
m en t; for in Colorado only a very poor arti­ 
cle o f m an can be found to do hard work for 
anybody but himself. A man with any brains 
at all, in that enterprising state,* promptly be­ 
com es his own master. 
But the Mexicans, 
being patient, willing and utterly without 
am bition, are w ell enough content to plod 
along on w ages all their lives. 
For the light­ 
er sorts o f field work, and for berry-picking, 
the M exican and Indian women and children 
can be counted upou to do good w’ork at 
w ages considerably lower than are demanded 
by th e m en. 
* 


T h e sort of farming that can be most advan­ 
tageou sly carried on here is truck farming, 
and w ith this the growing of small fruits. 
A year ago a truck farm in the Rio Grande 
valley w ould have been an absurdity, for then 
no m arket was within reach. 
Now, however, 
the D en ver and Rio Grande railway has shot 
one o f its long arms down here aud the mar­ 
k ets o f D enver, Colorado Springs, Leadville 
and P ueblo are w'ithin easy reach, none of 
them b eing more than 18 hours away. 
And 
the prices paid in these towns *or fruits aud 
vegetables w ould make even the hardened 
truck-farm ers of 
New 
Jersey 
roll 
up 
their eyes ! 
T he demand for vegetables of 
all sorts is alw ays ahead of the supply, and 
prices seem to be limited only by the con­ 
scien ces o f th e dealers. 
With a direct rail 
com m unication north of these several towns, 
a truck farm er here would a good deal more 
than double h is money every year; and with 
every year, so far from deteriorating, the 
m arkets w ill improve. The adaptability of 
th e soil to trucking purposes is shown in the 
fine y ield o f vegetables and fruits which 
even th e M exicans, with their primitive, 
ineffective 
m ethods 
of 
farming 
now 
obtain.

W asiixingto.v, Decem ber 27.—The court 
w as densely crowded to-day. 
Upon reaching 
his seat G uiteau looked around and smiling, 
said: 
“1 had a nice Christm as dinner and 
hope everybody else had. 
I had lots of fruit, 
flowers and lady visitors, and bad a good 
time gen erally.’’ 


Dr. a . E. M cDonald, superintendent at the 
W ard’s Island insane asylum , testified that 
during his practice he had had six thousand 
cases of insane, and had given special atten­ 
tion to the study of insanity. 
W itness stated 
the difference between delusions and insane 
delusions, 
the 
former 
being 
subject to 
correction o f the judgement- and senses, the 
latter not being eorrectible and for that rea­ 
son denom inated an insane d elu sion ; also il­ 
lusions and hallucinations, giving illustra­ 
tions from his own experience. 
H e believed, 
judging from experience, that the claim of 
inspiration frequently asserted by insane per­ 
sons proceeded from a source of hallucina- 
tioH or insane delusion affecting the senses. 


W itness was asked if a person’s actions 
under claim of inspiration would indicate it in 
any other w ay than by their assertions, and 
replied: “A ctions anil behavior would indi­ 
cate it as w ell as their assertions. 
To illus­ 
trate it, a person 
claim ing 
to 
be 
Jesus 
and acting under an inspiration clothed him­ 
self like the Savior, gave aw ay his property, 
slept out doors because the Savior had no 
where to lay his head. 


W itness w as asked if such persons would 
feel any apprehension of bodily injury or 
would take any precaution to guard against 
danger. 


lie replied that inspiration always over­ 
rides all fear of bodily pain or injury and 
renders the person w ho believes he is acting 
under inspiration w holly oblivious to such 
consideration. 


W itness w as asked if such persons usually 
planned w ith deliberation, and replied that on 
the contrary, their acts are sudden in both 
conception and execution as a rule, and they 
seldom attem pt to avert the consequences in 
any way. 
There are two kinds of insanity— 
the crank insanity and tho Abraluun insanity. 
The latter is com m only called temporary 
insanity, w here a man com m its acts which 
are the only evidence of insanity and whei« 
the person is to all appearance perfectly sane 
in all other respects, both before and after the 
act. 


Guiteau—That's just my case, exactly. 
W itness— I don ’t believe in such insanity 
and in all m y experience never have seen an 
instance of it. 


Corkhill— Doctor, w e had a ycung man 
here from Chicago, an agnostic, who testified 
that one person in 
every five is insane. 


What w ould you say to that? 


Scoville asked to have the question read by 
the reporter and sharply rebuked the district 
attorney for his attem pt to injure the charac­ 
ter and cast slurs upon w itnesses for the de­ 
fense. 
“1 don't care to be continually objec­ 
ting to such m atters. 
H e m ay continue to do 
so if he choose; w e w ill w ait till w e get to 
the jury.” 


Corkhill— W ell, suppose you wait. 
W itness in reply to 
question said: 
“In a 
group of w hich that young man makes one 
the other four w ould be pretty safe.” W itness 
thought a person acting under an inspiration 
to commit a deed w ould not be deterred from 
the com m ission of that act through any con­ 
sideration of personal harm to another per­ 
son. 


Guiteau—Oh ! you are talking about cranks 
now. 
I don’t belong to that school. 


Witness then proceeded at som e length to 
give the reasons for his opinion, using the 
expression: “I have frequently noticed that 
his most violent interruptions have been made 
when the w eight o f evidence w as against 
him.’’ 


Counsel for the d efen se objected that wit­ 
ness was usurping the functions o f the jury, 
who alone w ould pass upon 
the fact of 
whether the evidence w'as for or against him. 


The court overruled the objection and ex­ 
ception was noted by defense. 


Guiteau—Y ou are m aking great ado about 
nothing. Doctor, I don’t pretend that I ’m in­ 
sane.. Tell us w h at you know about Abra­ 
ham, get your m oney and go. 


Witness, continuing, closely analyzed the 
conduct and rem arks of the prisoner during 
the trial and concluded that he had been play­ 
ing a part since the first day. 
A t the outset 
tho prisoner he said had directed all his abuse 
against one of the cou n sel: afterwards all of 
them. 


Guiteau— W ell, you see, Doctor, Corkhill 
has corrupted the rest of them . 
“ Evil com­ 
munications, you know , corrupt good mor­ 
als.” 


The first hypothetical question of the pros­ 
ecution was asked and objections m ade by 
the defense to the clau se assum ing that he 
raised an ax to his sister; which act prisoner 
denies, on the grounci that w itness could not 
be asked to pass upou a hypothetical question 
containing two propositions diam etrically op­ 
posite. 


After argument the court sustained the ob­ 
jection and the prosecution m odified their 
question. 
In a m odified form it was put to 
witness, and he replied, “I believe the pris­ 
oner to have been san e.”

practice with his pistol. The prisoner flushed 
a little and said: “The Almighty often leaves 
the details to his agents.” 
The prisoner said 
regarding his future plans that while he was 
not insane he had studied up insanity and 
believed the jury would find he was legally 
insane and would acquit him. Then he would 
go to the insane asylum and after a few 
months a commission of insanity would pass 
on the case and find him sane of course and 
discharge him. 


Witness believed Guiteau a perfectly sane 
man. 


Reed proposed a series of hypothetical 
questions based upon the acts and conduct of 
the prisoner to"show they would not be in­ 
consistent with the theory of insanity. 


Witness admitted that insane persons were 
more liable to be adjudged sane than sane 
persons were to be adjudged insane. 


Scoville questioned witness as to the .symp­ 
toms and causes of insanity. 
Witness stated 
that insanity was the result of a diseased 
brain and was asked: 


“Are you not confounding cause ^nd effect 
! and cannot the usual excitation of em otions 
I or excessive worry and care and anxiety 


j cause disease of the brain'.’ 


Witness admitted that such might be tho 
case with some qualifications, and that over­ 
work-, care and anxiety might produce d ys­ 
pepsia, which with other cause might lead to 
insanity. 
That would make necessarily d is­ 
ease of the brain, aud disease of the brain in 
its turn will stimulate insanity. 


Well, i.-> not it a fact that you learn tin* 
brain is diseased from evidence of unsound- 
ness of the mind'.’ 


Answer—From that and from 
physical 
indications also.

THE PRESIDENT’S NEW HOME. 


Appearance of the White House After it Has 
Been Renovated and Refurnished.

The White House, after its baptism of 
paint ar.d decorations and its new dressing of 
rich furniture, is greatly improved in appear­ 
ance. The transformation is marked. Alm ost 
from the very entrance the much-needed 
renovation was begun. 
The decorations of 
the main vestibule are of a character which 
docs not require frequent alterations. 
It has 
a tiled floor which was only put down last 
year, under Mrs. Hayes’ direction. The main 
lobby, which divides the house on the lower 
floor, has been greatly improved. 
The wall 
is calcimined in a light shade, and a heavy 
frieze runs around it near the ceiling. 
The 
phaivs, lounges and settees have been re 
covered with a light silk and wool brocade. 


t i i k e a s t k o o m . 


The double door, opening from this hall 
into ihe East Room, is hung with gracefully 
draped Turkish curtains on the inner side, 
from an ebonized bracket. 
This is the only 
symptom of ¡estheticism in the entire build­ 
ing. 
Black cords and pretty little silver 
knobs are arranged to allow its speedy ad­ 
justment in any manner desired. 
The fur­ 
niture is this room is rich, but not very 
showy. 
The entire effect is subdued and 
pleasing. 
The woodwork is of 
ebonized 
wood, the upholstering of the main suite be­ 
ing in old gold brocade, softened by a ming­ 
ling of golden brown. 
The woodwork on the

“ Y es, sir; I know of a man who was in­ 
sa n e for twenty-four hours.” 


S coville (eagerly)—And then he gt)t well? 
“ N o, sir; he died.'’ [Laughter at Scoville's 
expense. ] 


W itn ess was asked what he m eant yester­ 
d ay by saying, “I think prisoner has been 
p lay in g a part in the court.'’ 


lie replied: “I believe lie has been feign­ 
ing w hat lie believed to be insanity. 
Not 
really insane, I believe lie has been attem pt­ 
in g to give the impression in court that he 
is insane, and with that idea he has been act­ 
ing a p a rt.” 


Scoville soon became involved in a discuss­ 
ion w ith counsel on the pertinence of a ques­ 
tion, w hen Guiteau shouted: “ You had better 
let him go. 
You are m aking altogether too 
m uch of him. 
If you have not got enough 
se n se to see it I will tell you.’’ 


A llu sio n s were made to the ax incident 
w h en G uiteau commented contem ptuously: 
“ O h. nonsense, that ax story is the m erest fic­ 
tio n ; it's all rubbish. 
Doctor, ju st tell us 
so m e th in g about Abraham and we will let 
you go." 


W itness was asked if he were not discharg­ 
ed 
for granting false certificates of health 
to W m . M. Tweed, when the latter was in 
confinem ent in the penitentiary, and replied: 
“ I nev er gave Tweed a certificate of health or 
iii-h eaitn , and 1 was never discharged from 
a n y position in my life.” 


D r. R andolph Barksdale, superintendent of 
th e C en tral lunatic asylum near Richmond, 
V irg in ia , visited prisoner at jail; had also 
clo sely observed him in the court and from 
h is exam ination and observation was of the 
o p in io n th at he was sane. 
W itness also testi­ 
fied th a t he believed Guiteau had been feign­ 
in g in court. 
W itness believed, taking as 
tru e th e facts set forth in the two hypotheti­ 
cal questions of the prosecution, that the 
p riso n e r w as sane when he shot the president. 
* D r. Jo h n II. Cullender, superintendent of 
th e T ennessee asylum for insane, had p;iven 
sp ecial attention to the study of insanity in 
th e p a st tw elve years; had seen about 2,000 
cases d u rin g his comic -tion with the Tennes­ 
see asy lu m . 
W itness visited prisoner in the 
ja il a n d also closely observed prisoner in the 
c o u rt and believed him perfectly sane; didn’t 
b elie v e th e Deity ever inspired to kill a fel­ 
low creatu re, and any one who labored under 
su c h a n insane delusion would show it in his 
a cts, n o t by words.’’ 
A nswering the hypoth­ 
e tic a l q uestion he said the prisoner was un­ 
d o u b te d ly sane. 


A fte r recess Scoville put a hypothetical 
q u e stio n , w hich embraced the clause: “Sup­ 
p o se th e prisoner believed him self to be a 
p a r tn e r w ith Jesus Christ ?” 
Judge Porter 
p ro te ste d against the question as blasphemous, 
a n d it w ould be a disgrace to a court of jus­ 
tic e an d a Christian nation to allow it to be 
e n te rta in e d for a moment. 
Scoville replied 
th a t if no allusion could be made to w hat 
w a s claim ed by the prisoner to be the ac­ 
tu a tin g m otive or influence that led to his 
a c t, th e n th e whole defense would be wiped 
a w a y a t a single stroke. 
Judge Porter pro­ 
ceed ed to insist upon his view, and declared 
th e tim e had come when in the nam e of the 
A m e ric a n pfeople and on behalf of the gov­ 
e rn m e n t in the federal court he felt it his 
d u ty to dem and that the prisoner be removed 
to th e dock. 


C u ite a u (spitefully)—Oh, you do, you big- 
n io iith ed P orter. 


A c o u rt ofticial sitting behind the prisoner 
a tte m p te d to quiet him, when he whirled 
a ro u n d an d snarled, at one ef th em : 
“ Well, 
y o u m in d your business, or I'll slap you in 
th e m o u th , you fool you.” 


J u d g e P o rter continued his rem arks and 
G u ite a u again interrupted 
and 
shouted: 
“ W ell, you had better mind your own busi­ 
n e s s .'’ 


J u d g e P o rte r—T hat is my business here to­ 
d a y ; an d , Your" Honor, I m ust now insist on 
m y m o tio n of Saturday that the prisoner be 
m o v ed to th e dock. 


S eoville arose lo speak, when Judge Cox 
s a id : 


“ L e t m e know tirst if the counsel desire to 
be h e a rd on the motion to remove the pris­ 
o n e r to th e dock." 


D avidge then proceeded to speak on the 
m o tio n . 
H e believed the time had come 
w h e n everyone present was perfectly satis- 
tied th a t th e prisoner was perfectly sane in 
re sp e c t of his behavior, and amenable to the 
sa m e ru le s as other prisoners, 
in the case of 
G en eral Sickles, who was tried in this court 
fo r m u rd e r, th e judge refused to deviate from 
th e ru le , although he was a distinguished law­ 
y e r a n d m em ber ot congress at the time. 
He 
sa t in th e prisoner’s dock dtiring his trial. 


Scoville said ho would assent to any prop* 
ositioa vrliicb might be deemed necessary 


No one had suifered more than he had from 
prisoner’s behavior. 


Guiteau (interrupting) “ W ell, it’s because 
you are a jackass on this case. 
I£ I had d e­ 
cent counsel I should n o t have any occasion 
for rem arks. 
You are doing w ell enough on 
your theory, but your theory is altogether too 
narrow. 
Y'ou haven’t got brains enough for 
this case.” 


Keed denied the assum ption th at prisoner’s 
sanity had been 
established. 
No hum an 
knowledge could fathom the workings of an 
insane mind and hum anity would dictate th a t 
if reasonable doubt should exist, leniency 
should be extended tow ards him. lie thought 
an admonition from the court would suffice. 


Corkhill insisted upon the rem oval of th e 
prisoner to the dock and the removal from 
around him of the special police who w ere 
not regular atten d an ts of the court; th at he 
should be kept in the dock w ith no o ther 
special protection than is accorded any other 
prisoner. 


Guiteau, trem bling w ith anger and appre­ 
hension, shouted: 
“ Y’ou w ant to shoot me, 
do you, Corkhill? 
Y'ou can’t convict me, so 
you w ant to get me shot. 
Y'ou m ight as well 
hang me up outside and tell m en to shoot. 
I 
tell you, God A lm ighty w ould curse you, sir, 
if I was put in th at dock and shot, you m is­ 
erable w retch.” 


Scoville, w ith 
m uch 
feeling, 
protested 
against the proposition of the district atto r­ 
ney, which could not be understood by any 
one as other than an invitation to all w ho 
heard it to shoot the prisoner if opportunity 
offered. 


The prisoner sm iled upon the judge and in 
his ljiost insinuating voice prom ised to keep 
quiet if allowed to rem ain w ith his counsel, 
but Judge Cox replied: 


“ You will have to go to the dock, because 
no reliance can be placed in your prom ise.’’ 
“Then I move. Y our H onor, th at the court 
room be cleared.’’ 


A passage w as m ade through the crowd 
and the prisoner w as finally seated in the 
dock. 


Judge Porter m ade the follow ing arg u m en t: 
Guiteau, the assassin of P resident Garfield, 
will assassinate no m ore forever, and the 
voice which is not silenced now w ill be dum b 
as that of his victim w hen the end is readied. 
[Applause.] 
T he m an 
sane or insane is 
» em itted to say the arm of the law in his 
presence is nerveless. 
I have approved, and 
I say it in view of th e condem nation of the 
Am erican people as represented by their 
papers, because they did not understand the 
situation as we did. 
I have approved and in­ 
dicated to your honor the course down to the 
tim e this prisoner proclaim ed a wish of 
acquiescence of his counsel th at he had been 
sane from the hour afte r he executed this 
foul, diabolical and infam ous m urder. 
W hen 
1 made this m otion I felt the tim e had come 
when 
it 
was 
due 
to

and

of

goverroneijf, 
and 
above 
all 
to the vindication of the ju d iciary th at a step 
•should be taken which I now 
indicate. 
You 
suspended your decision in the hope th a t 
you m ight be able to extend to this sane 
crim inal and hom icide still fu rth er clemency, 
but if it be extended it w ill be a t some peril 
to nam e an A m erican ju r 3r— peril in respect 
to the indefinite continuation of a trial w hich 
w ithout the interposition of th e prisoner 
would have term inated three weeks ago. 
The tim e has now com e w hen the law m ust 
m ake its appearance in th e court room. 
lie 
should no longer sit a t th e counsel tabie and 
exorcise privileges w hich you w ould accord 
no m em ber of the A m erican bar. 


The prisoner—A very nice speech, but not 
a word is tru e in it. 


The court then rendered his decision: 
It is 
hardly necessary to ifay th a t the conduct of 
the prisoner has been one persistent violation 
of order and decorum . 
In the beginning the 
only methods which could be resorted to to 
suppress this disorder w ere such as m ust en- 
infringe on the constitutional rights of the 
prisoner and th a t was a conclusive argum ent 
against them. 
U ntil S atu rd ay last no other 
method had been proposed w hen this propo­ 
sition which he had already had in mind was 
subm itted.

had 
hithgrto 
been 
the 
im pression 
shared 
by 
court 
and c6unsel tfiat p riso n er’s 
conduct 
and 
language in court vrould afford the best indi­ 
cation of his m ental an d m oral character, and 
contribute largely to th e enlightenm ent of the 
court and jury on th e q u estio n of his respon­ 
sibility. 
It was th erefo re an express desire 
that the attorney and c o u rt had allowed such 
a latitude of conduct in order to furnish the 
experts an oppo rtu n ity of diagnosing the 
prisoner’s case. 
A s it now appeared, the 
opinions of experts h av e been largely four.ti­ 
ed on exhibitions w hich had taken place in 
the trial, and if they had contributed to en­ 
able those experts to reach th eir conclusions 
it would be a com plete vindication of the dis­ 
trict attorney as to th e proper course to be 
pursued. 
A t this stage of the trial, how­ 
ever, this o b ject 
seem ed 
to 
have been 
accom plished as the trial w as now approach­ 
ing a close; experts have had am ple oppor­ 
tunity to m ake th e ir ju d g m en t and pronounce 
them before court and ju ry . 
T he prisoner 
had no right to inti srfere w ith the testim ony 
of the witnesses. 
H e could not be gagged 
or sent out. 
The p roper place for the pris­ 
oner on trial for fel ony w'as the dock, and he 
could only come w ithin the bar to be ar­ 
raigned and to re;ei\ re sentence. 
I f the court 
granted him the privi liege of sitting beside his 
counsel it was a pri vilege w hich could be 
withdrawn. 


Having accepted c ounsel, the prisoner had 
waived his right to aj >p>ear as such in person. 


On the considerate m of all the circum ­ 
stances tho court tho ttgtit the m otion could 
have been granted, ai »d

meau the prisoner sh< m id be exposed to any 
danger: he should hi ive th,"* fullest protec­ 
tion.

TEACHERS’ 
INSTITUTE. 


Proceedings at Morning, Afternoon 
and Evening Meetings, 


Report of Valuable and Interesting 
Papers Eead, 


O n e of the difficulties w ith w hich teachers, 
especially countiy teachers—and m ost tcacli- 
ers are country teachers—have to contend is 
lack of regular and punctual attendance on 
the part .of scholars. 
A ccording to the pro­ 
gramme this morning's exercises should have 
beiiun at 9 o'clock, but the hands of theschool- 
house clock had traveled about one-half of 
the distance toward tiie next hour before the 
call to order. 
The session w as opened by 
sinking, under the lead of M r. K ent, of this 
place. ‘-Work, for the Niiiht is Coining.” 


The president's address w as then delivered 
by 1. N. Dennett, professor of languages in 
the State university at Boulder. 
H e said he 
should like to speak of th e g reat private 
>clio<>1 system of this country, of H arvard 
and I »¡u tmouth and others, o f the m issionary 
>|iirit of these schools, of C olorado's schools. 
After speaking kindly of Colorado college, 


a n d saying that all our schools, private and 
public, are one common system for the up­ 
lifting of our people, he announced this as the 
line of his address: U niversal individual de­ 
velopment—which is only an o th er term for 
universal individual freedom — is inseparable 
from and coincident with universal individual 
education: the education of the m asses, if at 


a ll. should ue by the state acting in a civil 


ra th e r than an ecclesiastical capacity, and 
‘•houid extend from the prim ary schooi to the 


c o lle g e , 
lie might use the w ords “ individual" 


a n d "state" in such a w ay as to raise the j 
question, “Does he prefer individualism to 
the 
success of the state ?*’ 


Hat the individual has a right 
circumstances favorable to developm ent. 
Mr. 
Dennett dwelt at considerable length on the 
growth of individualism in the w orld’s history, 
from the time when the prim itive w orld first 
cast oil' its shackles to th e presen t time. 
He spoke uf the methods and principles of 
Persia, (ireece, Koine, the P u ritan s, and the 
methods and principles of th e present, show­ 
ing the growing im portance of the individual. 
Accursed be that state in which n eith er w ick­ 
edness nor virtue, knowledge nor ignorance 
can change the condition into w hich one is 
b'Uii. 
Accursed any state th a t gives only in­ 
struction enough to close the eyes to ignor­ 
ance. 
Just as individual education has been 
limited or has been universal, civilization has 
grown with it. 
No state ever gave a man 
rights. 
They are from w ithin. 
Developm ent 
by education makes a m an free, 
lie would 
apply this principle to education in A m eiiea 
from the primary school to the college. 
It 
was a long lime before the Pilgrim learned 
that, the way to maintain his ow n liberty was 
to grant the same right to others, 
lie was 
ahead of his age, but behind the m an of the 
nineteenth century. 
Persia educated to en­ 
slave, Prussia educated to m ake free. 
In the 
nineteenth century G erm any and A m erica 
educate to perpetuate freedom . 


W ith one or two exceptions th e free high, 
school has not received tiie support of the 
masses. 
W hy has it grown up w ithout the 
sym pathy of the leading classes1.’ 
T he en­ 
dowed schools have becom e pow erful and 
have put on a patronizing air tow ards the 
pubTic schools. 
Both P resid en t Eliot, of 
Harvard, and President McCosh, of P rince­ 
ton, have opposed the endow m ent by the 
>tate of schools for superior education, and 
maintained that state should give only prim ­ 
ary instruction. 
Republican education is 
the best education for all, the best and highest 
education for the masses. 
H arvard, like 
other great corporations has cu t loose from 
the power that made it. 
H ad th e state kept 
her grip on Harvard, H arv ard m ight look 
differently on the state’s secondary education. 
Can there ever be such feeling in Michigan? 
( ‘an there be in Colorado? 


The speaker considered the system of caste, 
which he thinks has lately grow n up in New 
England. 
W hy go to E urope for exam ples of 
class distinction? F ifty years ago such words 
as “day laborers,” “lower classes,” w ere un­ 
known. 
Now there is a sen tim en t in favor of 
an inferior elementary education for the 
masses. 
This class had its origin in New 
England. 
Its growth was m ade possible be­ 
cause the state had no superior an d until re­ 
cently no secondary schools. 


Professor Dennett, speaking next of the 
m anner of imparting moral instruction, gave 
some 
ittention to the connection of the 
churches with our schools. 
.Schools are not 
so much in danger from w ickedness as from 
well-meaning people. T here are tw o m ethods 
of giving moral instruction, d irect and indi­ 
rect. 
It is not certain th at th e churches could, 
agree on "the moral instruction to give tiie 
pupils. 
Protestants and C atholics should be 
classed together, if they are alike in their at­ 
titude towards the schools. 
T h ere is no re- 
llection on the church or on C hristianity, bu t 
on the direct method. 
H ittin g a boy over the 
head with a moral cudgel produces about the 
same effect as other kinds of cu d geling.. In 
every case the denom inations are acting, as 
they have a right to act, in the line of their 
own interests, The churches should not come 
to im part moral and religious instruction, and 
perhaps teach their ow n tenets. 
L et the 
teacher, whether Catholic or P ro testan t, be 
pure. 
If the spirit of back-biting betw een 
the churches and schools is allowed, it is 
hard to tell which will be th e loser. 


Everett, Huxley, Francis A dam s, W ashing­ 
ton were quoted in regard to the value of 
higher and general education. 


Only in the west does the sta te support ele­ 
mentary, secondary and su perior education. 


Professor Dennett spoke nearly an hour. 
His address was listened to w ith attention, 
and seemed to be well received.

MATHEMATICAL GEOGHAl'IIV. 


Mr. Robert II. B eggs, o f D enver, then read 
a paper on M a th em atic al Geography, which 
w as in substance as fo llo w s: H e first read a 
sketch from th e Illin o is School Journal show­ 
ing that th e C hicago school board iias passed 
a rule allow ing g ra m m a r school principals to 
prom ote p u p ils to high schools w ithout exami­ 
nation. 
T h is artic le w e n t on to say how 
preferable it w o u ld 
be 
*or the schools to 
abandon th e u se of th e m ark in g system, un­ 
less to accept it as a final test. 
It is a move 
in the right d irectio n , sa id M r. Beggs, to re­ 
lieve the ch ild ren o f o u r schools from the 
evils of a severe n erv o u s strain when they are 
least fit to e n d u re th e ordeal, and grant 
teachers an e x em p tio n from the wearisome 
drudgery of m a rk in g p ap ers and arranging 
this and av erag in g th a t. 
I t is true that some 
whom we are in clin ed to regard as oracles 
in 
m atters 
p e rta in in g 
to 
schools 
unhesitatingly a s se rt th a t th e only true policy 
in m aking p ro m o tio n s is to leave the whole 
m atter in the h a n d s o f th e teacher who is to 
be wholly u n tra m n ie le d by the pupil's pre­ 
vious record. 
T h e re a re m any advantages 
growing ou t o f g ra d e exam inations of such 
cousequenee th a t th e y should not be over­ 
looked. 
T h is ex a m in a tio n serves as a stim­ 
ulus to both 
te a c h e rs an d pupils. 
Many 
pupils do n ot n eed th is stim ulus, while our 
teachers w ill do ju s t as fa ith fu l work without 
it. 
O thers are th e m o re faith fu l because a 
test is com ing w h ich w ill to a greater or less 
degree reveal th e ir shortcom ings. 
Grade ex­ 
am inations have a te n d e n c y to restrain those 
teachers w ho a re g iv en to hobby riding. 
Those w ho go w ild o v er object lessons, oral 
teaching, w ord m eth o d s, spelling reform, 
phonic m ethods an d th e lik e are not the only 
hobby riders, fo r w e h av e a battalion of them 
representing every stu d y in the common school. 
In arithm etic one w ill 
m ake a specialty of 
analysis in p rim a ry g ra d e s and will succeed. 
A nother w ill d rill h is p u p ils iu the mental 
m anipulation o f n u m b e rs. 
A third concen­ 
trates his e n e rg ie s u p o n short methods and 
lightning processes, e tc ., etc. 
A nother ad­ 
vantage of th e g ra d e exam ination closely 
allied to th a t j u t m entioned, yet distinct 
from it, is th e p o w er w h ich it gives the prin­ 
cipal or su p e rin te n d e n t in giving specific 
direction and c h a ra c te r to th e work done in 
the various g rad es. 
T h e necessity of exami­ 
nation iu h ig h er in stitu tio n s of 
learning, 
w here in stru ctio n is larg ely given by lectures, 
is plainly se e n ; bu t to incorporate this system 
into the p u blic sch o ols a n d have examinations 
every w eek o r m o n th seem s preposterous ab­ 
surdity. 
T h e g rad e ex am ination is harmful 
because it se rio u sly in terferes 
school 
trorls. 


answered, 
lie m entioned questions th at are 
asked about the value of particular studies, 
arithmetic, gram m ar, physics, botany, physi­ 
ology, zoology. 


Then on the other hand there be, others w ho 
advocate arithm etic, others glory in geogra­ 
phy, and some teachers grow really enthusi­ 
astic teaching English gram m ar. 
Now when 
so much seems unsettled, w hen teachers and 
employers differ so w idely in opinion, how are 
we to determine w here th e tru tl.l Ies? L et us 
learn, if we may, if there are not som e gen­ 
eral principles th at m ay guide us in relation 
to these problems of education? 


Among these m any questions relating to 
education two may be considered fundam en­ 
tal: 
W hat shall we teach, and how shall we 
teach what is to be taught? 


Every common school has or m ay have a 
working place w here experim ents may be 
made, and where things m ay be studied. The 
rock and the soil, plants, birds, beasts and in­ 
sects, air, water, fu rn ish th e m aterial for 
study, and the broad canopy of heaven, all 
out-doors, as well as the school house, the 
laboratory--a grand w orking room. 
Agassiz 
says that the history of hum anity in its efforts 
to understand the creation (its surroundings), 
resembles the individual m ind engaged in the 
same direction. H istory is the representation, 
oh a great scale, of hum an nature, and that 
which is scarcely perceptible in consciousness, 
shines forth in history in b rillian t characters. 
History magnifies the individual elem ent, yet 
does not disturb it by am plifying. 
History, 
then, may teach us m uch relative to these 
problems in education. 


The com m entator’s professed object is to 
explain, to illustrate doctrines supposed to be 
true. 
He cannot, does n o t w ork as a free 
man. 
His is a m enial and not a productive 
service. The age of com m entators is followed 
by an age of m ysticism and fog. 
F acts—the’ 
study of things—is neglected, and this is the 
lesson that history teaches. 
A people de­ 
voted to the study of things, to original in­ 
vestigation, have ever been noted for their 
progress in science, art, literatu re. 
B ut when 
a people become m ere com m entators, book 
students, they no longer advance—neither do 
they remain stationary—th ey retrograde, and 
art, science, literature, even m orals decline. 


Now if it be tru e th a t there is a close 
affinity between the developm ent of the in­ 
tellect of the race and th e developm ent of the 
intellect of the individual w e should naturally 
expect like results to follow like causes. 
Then the study of things or going back to the 
original source of know ledge, in short lab­ 
oratory practice, ought to give to the m ind of 
the youth grasp, clearness, precision, strength, 
independence. 
On th e oth er hand learning 
what somebody has 
w ritten 
concerning 
something that som ebody has studied, or 
something that som ebody has w ritten con­ 
cerning the w ritings of som ebody who once 
studied the subject, is a process not best cal­ 
culated either to m ake the pupil acquainted 
with the subject, or to give strength to the in­ 
tellectual faculties. 
T he people th a t to-day 
follow solely the traditions of the elders, who 
refuse or neglect to stu d y things, to m ake any 
original research, who have from generation 
to generation for centuries learned only vvlmt 
had been produced by' som e m ore active in­ 
telligence centuries ago— are a degenerate 
people. 
The 
husks on w hich 
they feed 
scarcely suffice to keep th e pulses of intel­ 
lectual life beating. 
In tellectu ally they are 
well nigh dead. 


President Sewall enlarged on the idea th at' 
the Chinese, although a studious people, as a 
nation stand still. 


He does not expect to prove, nor does he 
believe that the siudy of things or laboratory 
practice, alone will save o u r boys and girls 
from intellectual d eciepitude am i decay. But 
he does honestly believe th a t neglect of such 
pursuits will result in a poor, unsatisfactory 
kind of developm ent of intellect. 
W hile ou 
the ot'ier hand a fair am ount of laboratory 
practice will do m uch tow ard developing and 
streng hening the in tellect; will the most 
readily put the pupil in possession of the 
knowledge he desires concerning any partic­ 
ular subject, and at tiie same time put fcim la 
condition to more readily uaderstatri facts 


The difference betw een tw o read ers of his­ 
tory, other things being eq u al, one of whom 
has had some training in th e stu d y of things, 
has made, to him, som e o rig in a l research, i;l 
shon, has had .some la b o rato ry practice, and 
one who has not, is q u ite m a rk e d . 
i 


Not only then does la b o ra to ry practice af- : 
ford us the best m eans of o b ta in in g a know- j 
ledge of many branches o f s tu d y — the natu- ! 
ral sciences particularly— b u t 
a t tho same ; 
time it puts the m ind in a co n d itio n to right­ 
ly interpret and u n d erstan d th o se branches of ■ 
study in which, from the v ery n a tu re of the j 
case, there can be no such thinig as laboratory ; 
practice. 


I am not speaking of sp e c ia l professional j 
study. 
I am thinking all th e 
w hile of the 
average boy or girl in o u r av erag e common 
school. 
If a boy has seen 
a n d carefully ; 
studied a stamen in its place a n d then reads 
about a stamen, lie u n d e rsta n d s 
w hat ho '■ 
reads. 
Words at best a re 
b u t sym bols of i 
things, and before they «.'an 
h av e any real 1 
value to us as such, wo m u st know ' som ething 
of the real things w hich they7 sym bolize. 


The boys and girls of th e com m on school . 
in addition to the arith m etic, w riting, spell­ 
ing, etc.—these they m u st h av e— m ay learn 
lnuc' , and learn ii in a 
h e a lth y 
and at the 
same tim e an attractive w ay. 
T h ey may en­ 
gage in just what we are ta lk in g about—lath ; 
oratory practice. 
L et m e 
say 
here, 
paren- ; 
thetically, that 1 am all th e w h ile supposing ' 
that we are to have a teach er in the school, 
because without a teacher-—1 don’t mean 
schoolmaster or schoolm a'am — no plan will > 
be of value; one is about as good as another. ■ 
But the mere study of tilin g s is com para­ 
tively of little value. 
C u ltiv a tin g the observ- 
ing faculty alone does little to develop and : 
strengthen the mind. 
It sh o u ld lie the bu->i- j 
ness of the teacher to call a tte n tio n to such 
facts as may bt* of v alu e, an d point out 
directly or indirectly th e tr u e ielation. 
To 
really know things is to k n o w th e ir true re­ 
lations. 
Facts aru but w ords, b u t then words 
arranged in just order are 
lu ll of meaning. 
Laboratory practice m ay 
accom plish two : 
tilings 
teach ::v'- som ething d ire c tly and put 1 
discussion j the mind in condition to .study profitably other 1 
i things. 
Fit it to u n d erstan d its surroundings, 
lit it to take hold of a n d a n aly ze question* 
of real practical life. 
F it th e individual to 
become independent, to be h is ow n political 
adviser, his own high p rie st. 
H ow mam 
cheap politicians—may th e ir trib e decrease - > 
harangue the m ssses ab o u t th e con>titution i 
and its provisions, w hen th ey co u ld not recite, 
or even give the su b stan ce of, a single article 
or section. 
N ature, as it re v e a ls itself to the 
intelligent, is indeed a c h a p te r 
from God's 
elder scripture, a letter o f 
his untouched 
autograph, a m irror th at in so m e good sense 
retleets the divine im age. 


Laboratory practice th e n not only better 
fits one to understand h im se lf and his ina- j 
terial environm ents; it m ay, it ought, and it ! 
will illumine a wider, m ore ex te n d e d horizon, I 
and enable him to catch g lim p ses, if he may ' 
not touch the “garm ent h e m " o f cause.

The Hon. L. S. C ornell, 
sta te superiu- . 
tendent, then read a p a p e r on the “ Educa- , 
tional Outlook.” 


In noting the progress of school interests in j 
any state, and iu ju d g in g th e ir condition, 
there are two things of v ital im portance to 
be considered; viz., q u a n tity 
and quality. 
These two factors co n stitu te th e standard of 
measurem ent. 
You ask, W h a t have, the peo­ 
ple of Colorado done to show th e ir interest in 
public schools ? 
I an sw er by saying. They 
have oiganized 450 schooi d istric ts, built ‘-¿'JO 
school houses, and ex p en d ed d u rin g the past 
year 8555,000 lor school p u rp o ses. 
T he 450 
schools districts have been organized to ac­ 
commodate a school p o p u latio n o f 41,000, or 
91 children to each d istrict. 
T h e se districts 
employ 000 teachers, or one te a c h e r for every 
68 children of school age, b u t o f th e num ber 
actually enrolled in o u r p u b lic schools, there 
is one teacher for every 43 p u p ils. 
During 
the past year there has been an increase of! 
school population of 6,000. 
B u t w ith this I 
increase the people have o rg an ized 36 new 
school districts, and b u ilt 65 new school 
houses. 


By quality is m eant th a t p o w er or condi­ 
tion of a school w hich p re p a re s a pupil fer 
the duties of life. 
N o o n e d o u b ts th at the 
schools have im proved d u rin g th e last ten 
years, and perhaps they a re b e tte r now than 
ever before: but they are n o t all good. 
For 
¿vhile some are in ex cellen t condition, others 
are poor. 
And the su rest w ay to rem edy the 
defects is to renieYly the te a c h e r. 
In looking 
over the brief history o f th e school work of 
our state there appears ev id en ce of our ad­ 
vancement. 


The future of our schools 
as to quality 
depends on the teacher*. 
T h e rig h t sort of 
teachers then should 
be em ployed. 
Two 
classes are especially re sp o n sib le for the kind 
of teachers that find 
th e ir w ay into our 
schools; viz., the class th a t c lo th es them with 
authority and the class th a t d ire c tly employs 
them.

cussions 
which 
followed showed unusual 
thoughtfulness.

Ji. P. Shillaber. relates the folloWlnjr.an- 


ecdote'of Eihvin Vorrest, the actor, in his 
Bostoii correspondence of tlio Hartford Pos^; 
- "I am remlndeir just here of an incident, 
not familiar, where the great tntgedian fig- 
ured lu connection with an eccentric actor 
named Watson (nicknamed 'Governor Dorr'), 
well knovi-ii here. 'Forrest was playing Meta- 
uioi'A in Pittsburg, Pa., anil Watson was cast 
in the piece as the- Puritan captahii sent out 
to capture tlie chief. . At. rehearsal Watson. 
lounged in Rating an apple, .which disgusted 
Forrest, and lie told the offender in the most 
terrible stage mariner, as he well knew how, 
to gp off the stti«e,.and when he had done .de- 
vouring his swill.to come on and rehearse his 
part. ' Watson, without reply, walked oft' and 
kept the stage waiting at. least u quarter of an 
hour, to Forrest's great fury, who was severe 
with the olt'enders and very insulting. In the

Desdemona's Handerchief in France. 


,From tho St. James'Gazette. 


When Duels arranged "Othello" for the 


French stage tlie handkerchief that betrays 
Desdemona became a head-band or fillet In- 
laid wllli diamonds. The history of this 
.bandeau affords one ot the most curious in- 
stances of Hie force of convention to litera- 
ture. The. French tragic rouse, "la Mel- 
pomene Francaise," spent no less a period 
than ninety-eight years in forming her mouth 
to pronounce the simple word "hander- 
chief," mouchoir, before an assembled audi- 
ence, although tlie words-chlen and eponge 
are to be found lu tlie tragedies of Racine. 
In the year 1793 the virtuous Zaire, In Vol- 
taire's tragedy, having need of her hander- 
chlef, and not daring.to pull It.outof the 
pocket of her voluminous hooped petticoats, 
produced a letter in its stead. In 1792 the 
French tragic muse had once more need of 
this handerchlef for the nuptials of a sort of 
cousin of Desdemona, the' citoyenne Hedel- 
nione, as Alfred de VIgny called her. But, 
probably because the directory 
required 


greater luxury, the bandeau of diamonds 
was substituted for .the more .useful, though 
vulgar, handkerchief. In 1820, in a transla- 
tion of Schiller's "Marie Tudor," produced on 
the Parisian stage, -.the French tragic' music, 
no longer answering to the.sobriquet of Mel- 
pomene, bravely produced the handkerchief 
bofore tlie'audience aiid called it not a hand- 
kerchief, but a tissit and a don—a tissue and 
a gift! Finally in Alfred^de Vign'y's transla- 
tion of "Othello," played at the Theater Fran- 
cais in 1329, Desdemona appeared under her 
own name and tke famous handkerchief was 
restored and called, a handkerchief—un mou- 
choir—to the horror of tl^e weak and the de- 
light of the romaiicists. "You cannot imag- 
ine."'says Theophilo Gautier, "the storm that 
burst in the pit of the Theater Francais 
when the Moor of Venice, grinding his teeth, 
demanded, again and again that handkerchief,. 
prudently called a bandeau in the Shakes- 
pearian imitation of the "bon duels.'" The 
production ot! Alfred, de Vigny's "Othello" 
was the occasion of an uprorlous literary bat- 
tle; The scandal created by the piece could 
not have been'greater, he says lu his preface, 
,"si le More eut profane une egllse." This 
excellent translation was. only performed 
once. The next day it was proscribed and .the 
restoration of Duels proclaimed.

Guiteau—Well, Your Honor, if the mar-

ScoviJle desired to exhibit to witness as an 


expert, a letter written by Guiteau some ten 
days since to Senator Don Cameron. 


Guiteau interrupted from his place in the 


dock and said: "Hold on; I want to say 
something about that letter. I protest against 
its being read here. It Is a private letter I 
wrote to Senator Cameron asking for a loan 
of S500. It was entirely a private matter. ' I 
entrusted it to my brother to give to Senator 
Cameron, and he held it In a mean, miserable 
way and gave it to this man Scoville.

Witness 
was asked if he had ever seen a case where a 
person committed a crime aml.claimed divine 
inspiration, and if so how such persons de- 
ported themselves before and alter the act. 


He replied that In such cases the delusion 


or Inspiration, as they claim it to be, comes 
to the persons suddenly with Intense pressure, 
and that such persons act quickly and wltt 
sudden impulse, delaying neither to consider 
opportunity nor weapons; that It would be 
Impossible to conceive without actually, wit- 
nessing it, the energy and deteralaatton with 
which persons acting under Insane delusion 


carry out their purposes; that it would be 
equally impossible to describe it wlt*i lan- 
guage.

Doctor. He took plenty of time to make his 
arrangements.

Witness stated that he did not believe in a 


distinct type of insanity which could be 
called moral insanity. It was simply a con- 
venient term which had been invented to ex- 
;use tho commission of heinous crimes. 
Witness had never seen a case where an in- 
sane man, after committing n crime, paraded 
his insanity and urged it as an excuse for his 
crime. Insane murderers do not boast of 
their acts, but very rarely allude to them, un- 
less a good deal of ingenuity is used to draw 
them out. Witness until he entered this 
court room had never heard of a case of al- 
leged inspiration that came from within. Al- 
ways such persons claim to have heard the 
voice of God, or seen his image, or some- 
thing of that sort.

never a conviction arrived at after mature re- 
flection on the part of the person so afflicted.

veloped a vast amount of bitterness. Judge 
Porter several times insinuated that Keei 
was falsely reading for the purpose of de 
ceiviug the jury, and upon the latter's in 
dignant denial and demands that the re 
porter's notes be read in his vindication 
asserted that the counsel could defend him 
self if he desired to put himself ou trial in 
•place of the prisoner.

a stalwart and the stalwart Idea is that the 
party woikers should get the offices hide* 
pendent of considerations of personal fitness. 
The stalwart editor also likes to hold office. 
This is just as true here as In the east. All 
of the leading stalwart editors In this state 
either now hold an 
office or are ear- 


nestly seeking one. These stalwart papers 
also believed that "senatorial courtesy" is a 
good custom, and supported Conkling in the 
fight over Robertson. But it is not so good a 
custom when it defeats a stalwart for office. 
It Is \vell known that Senator Logan was the 
one who defeated Nixon. Logan was under 
every obligation to Nixon. He really elected 
him senator in thewlnter of 1878-79. But Lo- 
gan ungratefully turned against him, and not- 
withstanding Nixon had the help of the three 
congressmeh,defeated him.through the custom 
of "senatorial courtesy." Mr. Nixon now sees 
the injustice of this and attacks it in a long 
editorial; It is Indirectly a strong plea for 
civil service reform. The idea of appoints 
inents belonging to a senator is all wrong 
yet the Inter-Ocean has asserted this princi- 
ple in toe.JH<p.bert30n contest. It now shows 
the In justice ot it In the following: 


Senator Logan's bqnst that no man could be 


appointed to a federal .office in Chicago without 
his recommendation has been verified, and in a 
short time there will be a complete set of offi- 
cers in the government building who -will owe 
their official positions to the-senator. Simulta- 
neous with this comes from Washington a semi- 
official nnouncement that tho rule in deciding 
appointments is that in all cases where the func- 
tions of the office extend over more than one 
district, the appointment belongs to the senator. 
The rule is the same for all appointments in 
democratic districts. No ono can successfully 
dispute the senators in them. 
When the func- 


tions of an office are confined to one dlstriet.ancl 
that district represented by a republican con- 
gressman, the office belongs to the congressman. 
If this rule is fully affirmed by the president, it 
practically gives General Logan, our only re- 
publican senator, the appointing power for the 
entire state, for wo know of no offices of any 
Importance, except the postoulces, that under 
thn rule would not fall to him. Even the post- 
office in Chicago would go to the senator, for it 
serves three congressional districts. 


The evil effect of this doctrine on the pub- 


lic service we have frequently pointed out. 
Office holders do not consider their first duty 
to the government which employs them, but 
to tho politician that secures them tlieir ap- 
pointment. 
The Inter-Ocean says the^ same 


thing about the result of the recent Logan 
appointments. It says i "The consequence is 
"that the government building is largely oc- 
"cupied by the . personal followers of the 
"senator, and the questions discussed there 
"are not those of the public good or the ad- 
"vancement of the republican party* but 
''those relating to the advancement of theban- 
"ner of tlieir leader." 


The Inter-Ocean now sees just what a sen- 


satorlal "boss" Is though it used to think it 
Unjust to call Conkling, Cameron and Logan 
"boises." It describes Logan the Illinois 
""bO'ss" as follows:

We have a senator In our mlad. It la true ho 


bna never been elected to any position by the 
people of Chicago, and it may b'- doubtful 
whether ho could be so elected, but to him alone 
the powers at Washington look (or advice and 
counsel In selecting local subordinates iu Chica- 
go. Indeed, if tho reports of big friends are 
true, this superior being scarcely deigns to ad- 
vise aud counsel, but rather dictates to the pres- 
ident and Cabinet what they shall do for Chlca- 
gq, Some innocent might say that the voice of 
tho people ought to be more potent than even 
senator or conim-ssman, but under this rule it 
cannot make itself beard. It is buried a thous- 
and fathoms under tho stentorian tones of tho 
senator. 


It fiually closes the article with the follow- 


ng appeal: 
Wit appeal to all sensible men, stalwart and 
nti-stalwart,if this Is.an honest and fair division 
f political honor and influence? In this wo 
re saying nothing about tho character of the 
ppolntees. Let them bo of ever so high a chor- 
•jter, they 'cannot ignore tho influence that 
are them position, and the result must bo ihe( 
wilding- up of one public man at the expense of 
he rest. It will demoralize the public service, 
.ad disintegrate tho party,, and will eventually 
esult In its inglorious and complete defeat. 
It is certainly very agreeable to see a stal- 


vart orgaii point out the evils of our civil 
ervlce In so forcible a manner eren though it 
required the unsuccessful quest after an office 
to open its eyes. We may even expect stal- 
vart journalistic applicants for the different 
postofflces, mint, and marshalships to come 
out boldly for a reform, if Mr. Chaffee don't 
get in. Think of the editor of the Chronicle 
standing up with MacVeaghaud Curtis and 
demanding that senatorial "bosses" be over- 
thrown !!

There Is a slight change in the relative pro- 


portion of the white to the colored population. 
The tendency since 1790 has been to reduce 
the relative proportion of the colored to the 
whites. In 1700 it was the highest when 
the colored population was 19.3 per cent, of 
the entire population. The falling off has 
been gradual since, excext in 1810 and 1800, 
when there was a slight rally. In 1870 the 
colored population was 12.7 of (he entire 
population. 
In 1880 this proportion was 


changed to 13.1 of the entire population. The 
colored population has increased therefore » 
little more rapidly than the white. 


The ratio of foreign population to native 


changes but little. In 1880 we had a foreign 
population of 6,079,943, which was 13.3 per 
cent, of the entire population. In 1870 'It 
was 14.4 per cent., and in 1860 13.5 per cent. 
While we are cordial in inviting foreign im- 
migration, yet there has been fear that the 
foreign element was growing too large aud 
fast to be assimilated. 
But the census shows 


this ratio to be practically the same since 1860. 
This is encouraging. While wo want settlers 
every where to assist in developing our re- 
sources', it is better to develope more slowly 
than to have the character of our population 
changed. 


The Chinese Are increasing in population in 


this country. In 1860 there were 34,633 ; in 
1870, 83,254, and In 1880, 105,465. The In- 
dians who maintain their tribal relations are 
not included in the census. Only those who 
are citizens are included. ' The returns for 
1880 show a large increase in this class. In 
I860 there were 44,021 ; in 1870, 25,731, and 
In 1880, 66,407.-

We stated our increase in the beginning to 


have been 30 per cent. This is a little under 
the average increase, though in the ten years 
1860-70, the increase was .only 22.6 per cent. 
In 1800, 1850 and 1860 .the increase was. 
about 35 percent, for the previous ten years, 
in 1810, 36.3 per cent., In 1820 and 1840 about 
33 per cent. If we continue to increase in 
population at this ratio, our population in 
1900 will be about 80,000,000. 


Last Saturday the Hev. Dr. Leonard Bacon 


of New Ilavim dintl suddenly of heart dis. 
ease. Though within a few weeks-of eighty 
years of age, he was in quite vigorous health 
and it was thought his life would be spared 
for many years td come. He was bonf at 
Detroit, Michigan, on the 19th of February, 
1803. He graduated at Yale in 1820 and at 
the Andover Theological Seminary in 1824.

.Nothing co-ild speak 


more highly of the usefulness of his work 
And* the esteem in which Ills parishoners held 
him, .than this long pastorate of forty-one 
years. It is the best test of a man's sincerity, 
wisdom and ability. From 1800 to 1871 he 
acted as professor of systematic theology at 
the Yale Theological school. Since 1871 lie 
has lectured on church polity and American 
church history. This was his peculiar field. 
Ho had made the history of Congregationalism 
a special study and was an authority on all 
questions of polity in his own denomination. 
It will be remembered that he really decided 
the. questions of church polity in the cele- 
brated council called by Henry Ward Beecher 
at the Plymouth church about 1875. Besides 
his. work as a Christian minister and teacher, 
lie^jvas actively engaged in theological dls- 
cussionsin the various periodicals. From 1826 
J5J83S, he was one of the editors of tho Chris- 
tied! Spectator, a religious magazine published 
at New Haven. In 1843 he assisted in the 
foundation of the New Englander, and has 
been connected with this periodical ever 
since. Fram 1846 to 1863 lie was one ot the 
editors of the New York Independent. 
He 


has published several works of great value, 
consisting mainly of compilations of his SB? 
mons, addresses, &c. His life has been one of 
rare usefulness and length. At the time of 
his'death he was-in the full possession of his 
intellectual powers. He was perhaps the 
most prominent Congregational 1st in New 
England and was frequently put forward as 
its representative. His life was well rounded 
out and he goes awny loved, honored an.l 
mourned^ Mr. A. T. Bacon, his son, and now 
professor at .Colorado College, is cast, and 
probably was iu New Haven at the time of 
the death of his father.

WASHINGTON, December 28. -Your cor- 


respondent met Scovllle on Louisiana avenue 
a short time ago and the following' conversa- 
tion took place: 


"Your client, Guiteau, is an ungrateful 


fellow. 
He insults you grossly." 
"Yes, 


yes;" replied Scovijle.'^"It it were not for 
the fact that I feel assured he is insane no 
power nor money in tlie world could ever 
have induced me. to defend him. 1 think 
that the time will come when the American 
people will be grateful .to me Jf loan save 
that Insane man from the death'penalty. If- 
I get a new trial for him and calling on the 
case bij postponed, say for a year or even lass, 
I believe they will agree with me that he is 
insane and will be felad that our nation shall 
not have sacrificed a madman through a 
medium of legal process and punishment by 
sanction of laws enacted in respect to sane 
Violators thereof." 


"How about a new trial?" 
"I apprehend there will not be another 


trial. The court in bank will rule upon my 
exceptions immediately after the rendering of 
the verdict."

COST OF THE ASSASSINATION. 


NEW YOHK, December 88. The Siin's 


Washington special says: The expenses of 
the Guiteau trial will be enormous.' The 
costs of prosecution, not including witness 
fees, will amount to nearly 8100,000, and the 
fees of witnesses on botli sides, which the 
government pays for, will probably be nearly 
as much more. Some of the experts have 
o.harged very high, though .the figures are not 
known. 


In this relation another item of ex- 


pense ^used by the assassination may 
bo mentioned. It is understood Dr. Agnew's 
bill for medical attendance and services is 
532,000, one item being' $5,000 for the first 
operation made last summer. Dr. Hamilton's 
bill is understood to be $25,000, while Dr.

$100 a day. No bills have been received 
from nurses. An attempt will be made to 
have Boynton and Edson paid as physicians 
and not as nurses.

ABOTIO EXPEDITIOUS. 


Bnsaian Party Fitting Oat for Scientific Be- 


searoh in Frozen Seas. 


NEW Yonic, December 28.—The Herald's 


St. Petersburg special says: The. new Uus- 
slan expedition to explore the mouths of the 
Lena is under the direction of Nicholas Jur- 
gene, an officer of the corps of pilots. , He 
and the mathematician, Eigineer, are charged 
with the astronomical and meteorological ob- 
servations. 
A medical doctor, Barge, will 


(lirect the geological and botanical researches. 
In addition to these the expedition will be 
composed of eleven noldiers, two of whom are 
of Cron'stadt; the others will be taken from 
the local troops at Irkutsk. The expedition 
goes by the way of Moscow and Nljnl Novgo- 
rod; where It will provide itself with the 
provisions, clothing and instruments neces- 
sary, besides five sleighs for their conven- 
ience; From Nijnl it will proceed to Irkutsk 
byway of Ekaterinburg and Lomsk. Next 
spring it will leave Irkutsk and will proceed by 
the Lena to ward the frozen sea. As the line of 
the wooden region is at a great distance from 
the mouth of the Lena, the expedition will 
have to convey with It the wood necessary for 
constructions and firing. The expedition will 
begin its scientific labors on August 1,1882, 
and will continue them until the same date in 
188S. 


The expedition is naturally independent of 


three others, which, by order of General 
Isnatieff, will employ the most rapid means 
of reaching the shipwrecked people, but its 
programme will give an idea of the efforts 
which must have been made and the difficul- 
ties surmounted by the messengers who 
brought the news, and of the ordeals through 
\yhich the survivors will have to pass before 
they arrive at Yakutsk. 


THE END NOT YET.

OPINIONS ON COX' DECISION. 


• WASHINGTON, December.,28,—The remarks 
made by Judge Cox to-day In granting the 
motion to place Guiteau in the dock are the 
subject of much comment and there seems to 
be a general unanimity of opinion that his ex- 
planation of his reason for according such ex- 
traordinary latitude to the assassin up to the 
present time is satisfactory.. It appears that 
the prosecution expressly desired Judge Cox 
to allow Guiteau a full opportunity for 
exhibiting to experts daily assembled iii the 
court room his mental condition and real 
moral characteristics and that the adoption 
of 
this 
course 
has 
been 
justified 


by the fact that all the opinions of the ex- 
perts thus far examined have been largely 
based on these very exhibitions. The ex- 
planation is particularly gratifying to the 
people of Washington, who, without regard 
to party, have long held Cox in high esteem 
for his fine legal abilities and upright charac-: 
tor, and they have witnessed with some con- 
cern the storm of abuse to which he has pa- 
tiently submitted until the proper time for 
vindication should arrive. There is consider- 
able speculation as to what his future course 
will be, now that ho has intimated his in-

within strict bounds. The defense of insanity 
will of course continue to be maintained and 
if Guiteau can make himself heard from the 
dock quite as readily as from his former seat 
tlie question will soon recur whether the 
judge has a right to assume the assassin's 
sanity iua'dvauceof the jury and verdict and 
upon this assumption to treat him as a sane 
man might be treated under the same circum- 
stances. It is moreover insisted by many 
persons that the trial of an admitted sane 
prisoner would bo violated by gagging him or 
removing him from the court room for any 
time whatever during the progress of his trial. 
On the other hand, high authority for hold- 
ing that the constitutional light of a prisoner 
to be present at his trial don't include the 
right tq prevent a trial by unseemly disturb- 
ance. A decision on these precise terms was 
rendered some years ago by Judge Benedict 
in the United States circuit court at New 
York, and the United States supreme court 
has unanimously held that certain criminal 
proceedings had not been vitiated by tlie wit- 
ness for the defense, wlio was absent by the

the heart, but there is a danger of carrying 
this power too far and insinuating too broadly 
that his readers are very ignorant. • There is 
danger of the writer becoming too conceited 
to be entirely interesting. 


But it is much easier to find fault with Mr. 


James several days after finishing his novel 
than when reading it. 
In "The Portrait of a 


Lady" one forgets, while reading, all that we 
are apt to dislike after finishing the book, and 
the charm of the writer, when taken as a 
whole, holds one's attention from first to last. 
We may wish that there were less analyses, 
but we read what the writer has to say and 
all the time cannot help admiring the* genius 
which Is able to lay so bare the secret work- 
ings of the human heart and mind. In this 
particular novel the writer has greater oppor- 
tunity than ever before of indulging himself 
in his love of subtle analyses. While it is a

conventional life it has un- 


conventional people in it, and Mr. James 
makes-

thorough 
study 
of 


them. 
He gives us love scenes almost 


without 
number, 
but 
there 
is no 


sentiment. 
We are shown the reason for 


every act. The heart is never hid from sight. 
The analyses which he gives are keen, hard 
and. neat, but there is never any enthusiasm, 
never any real warmth. The style of the 
writer is always incisive and prompt There 
is always a business tone as we mi?ht expect 
from a skillful surgeon who could harertte 
.human heart and nerves and explain their 
actions. 


Like all the novels which Mr. James has 


written the scenes of this one are laid in 
Europe, and the heroine, the lady whose por- 
trait we watch being painted, is an American. 
We will not give even an idea of what the 
story is. As we have said it is a simple one 
and the interest of the book is not entirely 
and perhaps not at all confined to the devel- 
opment of the plot. 
We advise all* to read 


the-novel. It is worth careful study.

After reading this volume of biographical 


notes one must acknowledge that James T 
Fields was a remarkable man. .Had lie not 
been a successful publisher he might have 
been a more noted writer. 
Whatever he un- 


dertook to do, he did well. We hardly can 
feel, however, that we would have had him 
live otherwise than he did. His life was a 
particularly happy one, and his friendship 
with Dickens and others gives us a knowledge 
of them which we might never have obtained 
had Mr. Fields been other than he was.

ter his death the letters to his wife show how 
large the circle was of his friends. They 
wrote words that could not have been written 
had they not truly considered the dead 
ode whom they loved and admired.

history of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, which 
has assumed, within a few weeks, so much 
importance in our current diplomacy. Almost 
from the earliest colonization of Central 
America, projects had been set on foot by 
Europeans for connecting the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans by a ship canal across that 
country, the isthmain connection between the 
northern and southern halves of the western 
continent; but none of them had ever been 
carried into effect. In August, 1839, a num- 
ber of capitalists in this country organized 
under the name of "The American, Atlantic 
and Pacific Ship Canal Company," obtaining 
from tlie republic of Nicaragua a charter 
granting the company the right to construct 
a canal across the territory of that country, 
with certain important privileges and immuni- 
ties. 
The citizens, produce and merchandise 


of all nations were to be allowed to pass 
through the canal subject to no other burdens 
and charges than such as might be imposed 
on those of'the United States, provided such 
other nations should enter into the same 
treaty stipulations as were to be agreed upon 
between the United States and Nicaragua. 


Shortly after the granting of this charter

one article of which provided for the defense 
and protection of this canal company in con- 
structing and operating the great work which 
was contemplated by them. The United 
States, by this treaty, recognized the sover- 
eignty and property of Nicaragua over the 
line of the proposed .canal, and guaranteed 
its neutrality under the control of her citi- 
zens; and it was also agreed that no similar 
privileges and immunities should be accorded 
to other nations, unless they entered into 
similar stipulations for defence and similar 
guarantees, 
: 


THE MOSQUITO SIIOIfE "PBOTECTOBATE." 
But Great Britain has, for a long time, 


claimed a kind of protectorate over what was 
called tho "Mosquito shore" and its native 
tribes of Indians, and it was also claimed 
that the port of San Juan del Norte, better 
known as Greytown, which formed the east- 
ern terminus of the proposed canal, fell un- 
der the British protectorate. This was de- 
nied by the government of Nicaragua, but 
her authorities had been expelled by the 
British government in 1848, and had not re- 
gained the place when the treaty was made 
between the United States and Nicaragua. A 
strong oppositidn was made by the British 
minister at Washington, Sir Henry Bulwer, 
to the ratification of the treaty, and, to ob- 
viate the difficulties arising out of this claim 
of Great Britian, thegoverumentof the United 
States, in the early part of the brief adminis- 
tration of President Taylor, entered into 
negotiation with that power, the result of 
which was the 
famous Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, so called because the business was 
conducted by John M. Clayton, then secretary 
of state, and Sir Henry Bulwer, representing 
Great Britain. 


By tills treaty it "was mutually agreed' that 


neither party should obtain any exclusive 
control of privileges, or erect any fortifica- 
tions along the proposed route of the canal, 
"or occupy or colonize, or assume or exercise 
any dominion over Nicaragua, Costa Eica, the 
Mosquito shore, or any part of Central Amer- 
ica," or use any means to secure 'any 
exclusive privileges there. 
Both nations 


agreed to protect the persons who might be 
engaged iu .constructing the inter»oceanic 
canal across the Isthmus, and to guarantee 
the neutrality of the line so long as no un- 
fair discriminations were made, or unreason- 
able tolls exacted. They promised to enter 
into treaties to promote the work, and to Inter- 
pose to settle any disputes which might arise. 
Their support was given to the company 
which should first show its intention and 
ability to carry out the enterprise with the 
consent of the local authorities, and one year 
was to be allowed the present American com- 
pany to give evidence of its ability to con- 
struct the canal. 


A SE1UOUS MISUNDERSTANDING. 


•In ratify ing this treaty the understanding 


on the part of our government was that it put 
anend to the pretensions of Great Britain, 
with regard to the "protectorate" over her 
Mosquito shore, Including the port of San 
Juan del Norte, or Greytown. Such a con- 
struction of the treaty was disputed by Sir 
Henry Bulwer, who declared that the treaty 
was not designed to affect the position of 
Great Britain, excepting that she had agreed 
uot to use her authority to obstruct the canal. 
. President Taylor's death brought in the 
Fillmore administration, in which Daniel 
Webster was secretary of state, .and to Mr. 
Webster the treaty dispute came as an official 
legacy from the brief administration of Mr, 
Taylor. Between Sir Henry Bulwer and'Mr. 
Webster tnekindliest,personal relations exist- 
ed, aud the controversy was conducted in the 
most amicable manner. Sir Henry Bulwer ex- 
pressing his confidence in the impartiality 
of any conclusion Mr. Webster might arrive 
at. The real point at issue was whether the 
United States could or would consent to the 
assertion, by any European power, of any fur- 
ther right of dominion or colonization upon 
the continent of North America beyond that 
which was embraced in some territory long 
before the property of such European power. 
The subject became still further complicated 
while Mr. Webster was La office, by a quarrel 
between Nicaragua and Costa Kica concerning 
their boundary lines. Both of them claimed 
a part of the territory to be traversed by the 
proposed canal, and adding to this complica- 
tion was the conflict regarding objects to be 
attained, then existing between the represen- 
tatives of the two Central .American repub- 
lics stationed at Washington.

OPENING OF RIO GRANDE VALLEY 


Yesterday morning a section man on the 


Denver & Rio Grande brought the informa- 
tion to tbis.city that the body of a man who 
had evidently been run over by a train had 
been found laying near the track about two 
and a half miles south of Colorado Springs. 
This information was given to Mr. J. M. 
Ellison, the station agent at the depot, and 
he at once telephoned to Mr. Perkins, who he 
supposed at the'time was the coroner, asking 
what disposition should be made of the re- 
mains. Coroner Stewart was afterward noti- 
fied and he sent Mr. Banning one of the ex- 
pressmen after the remains, and had them 
brought to Millard's undertaking rooms. 


A coroner's jury consisting of W. H. Bates, 


Adam Paster, William Stark, A. K. Frost, 
E. G. Perkins and S. V. Banning was sum- 
moned. The jury viewed the remains of the 
dead man and found that his left foot had 
been cut off near the ankle and according to 
the testimony of the witness who found the 
body a mass of blood and bones had been 
found near where the body lay. 


The body was identified by W. H. Ferns- 


worth, L. C. Dana and Joseph Knight as that 
of Daniel Regan.. 


Mr. Knight, upon being sworn, testified that 


he was confident that he was Daulel Regan, 
and that he had known him since last Mon- 
day. He saw him jump aboard the Durango 
express bound-south on Friday night. 


He was seen to jump on the platform as the 


train left the depot and an officer of the -train 
was seen standing on the platform with him 
as-tile train passed the switch south of the 
depot. Mr. Knight testified that the deceased 
was in liquor at the time. 


A man with whom the deceased boarded 


at the Log Cabin, near the depot, says that he 
was known and passed under the name of 
Daniel McCoy. He worked for a time lor C. 
H. White, of the El Paso bank, and also at 
the gas works. This man says that he left 
the Log Cabin last night and announced his 
intention of going to Pueblo where he had 
been promised work. 


The jury thought that the evidence was in- 


sufficient on which to base a verdict and in 
consequence further examination was de- 
layed until Tuesday next at two o'clock. Mr. 
C. H. White was interviewed by a GAZETTE 
reporter and in response said that he had nev- 
er known the man by any other name than 
that of Dan. He could identify the man as 
he had worked about his house lor 
some 


time 
but 
he 
was 
entirely 
ignorant 


as to what his name was. Mr. White said 
that he was addicted to the excessive use of: 
liquor. This will, to .a certain extent, con- 
firm the' impression formed that he was 
drunk and walking on the track at the time 
he was run over. It is stated that a bottle 
abeied alcohol was discovered in his pocket! 
when his body was found. 


It seems to be a mystery as to how deceased 


received, his death wound; whether he fell 
between the cars or was run over while walk- 
ing on the track. The wound itself would 
not have necessarily caused death had .com- 
petent medical assistance been at hand to 
attend to it. It is evident that the man died 
from the loss of bleod as a large pool of con-, 
gealed blood was found near his body. 


There were evidences near the track where 


the body Was found that would indicate that 
the poor man had crept on hands and knees 
some distance from the track. He had also 
tried to bandage his leg in order to stop the 
Mow of blood, but Instead of tying the bandages 
at the thigh he had wrapped the'm about the 
ankle. 


The following letter 'was found upon his 


person directed to Mr. Daniel Regan, Colo- 
rado Springs, which we publish in full as It 
may lead to a further Identification of tne 
body: 


CUMBERLAND, Md., December 1,1881. 


My DEAB BROTHER—I take the pleasure of

A Promising Bonanza for Track Farmers. 
Correspondence of the Springfield Republican. 


SANTA CBUZ, N. M., November 36,1881.— 


This was an old town at the time when the 
Smiths were settling Virginia; old when the 
original Yankees began to speculate in Ply- 
mouth corner Jots; old when the placid Penn 
set up .his original Indian agency and first 
taught the red man how surely a trade with 
his white brother must bring him out of the 
little end of the horn. Santa Cruz was 
founded but a trifle less than 800 years ago— 
by order of his Catholic majesty Philip II, 
king of Spain. It ceased to grow, indeed, 
just about the time when Philadelphia began 
growing, and for a couple of centuries or so 
it has been at a stand-still; sixty or seventy 
one story adobe houses clustering around 
*hree sides of the little plaza, and on the 
fourth side the famous old capital church of 
Our Lady of Carmen—whose pastor rightfully 
holds his pastorate,not through any inter- 
mediate bishop, but direct from the pontiff 
bishop of Rome. In the chapel—the begin- 
ning of the church, built long ago by thjj 
Franciscan missionaries—is a figure of Our 
Lady that was sent over to one of the still 
older churches, back on the coast, by the 
great Queen Isabel, and transported hither by 
King Philip's command. 
It is a graceful fig- 


ure, gorgeously arrayed, and wearing upon 
its wooden head'a jeweled golden crown, but 
this is" not the crown that Queen Isabel sent, 
only a cheap imitation of it of modern Paris 
manufacture. 
The original went north in 


the saddle-bag of one of Price's troopers 
some three-and-thirty years ago, just after the 
fight out on the mesa, hard by, that ended in 
the defeat of the Mexicans and the sacking oC 
the little town. There has been other fight- 
ing here, too. Long ago, in the time of tlie 
Spanish occupation, when the Pueblo Indians 
rose against their task-masters and with sum- 
mary justice massacred them; during the, com- 
paratively recent Pneblo rebellion against 
Mexican rule, when right here in the middle 
of the plaza, where the cross stands, old Gov. 
Ainijo stood up a -platoon of tlie captured 
rebel leaders and then shot them down in 
cold blood; and at various odd times be- 
tween whiles when the spirit of war has gone 
loose In the land. Indeed, this little town of 
Santa Cruz is a living historical novel,—a 
veritable three-volume romance. 


But Santa Cruz has a practical side as well 


as a romantic one, and it was this practical 
siila that I set out to write about when I got 
astray in the other direction. It Is the center 
of an agricultural region that has been hith- 
erto unavailable because Inaccessible, but that 
now, being opened by the Denver and Rio 
Grande railway, offers very exceptional In- 
ducements to farmer settlers from the states. 
All farming here in the southwest is based 
upon irrigation, and the cost of reclaiming 
.wild land that in the east goes for clearing 
and uprooting here goes for Irrigating ditches 
that will bring in from the rivers and streams 
an abundant water supply. This sort of agri- 
culture, while rather appalling to eastern-bred 
farmers because of its novelty, has everything. 
in its favor when it is properly understood. 
It brings farming at once up to the grade of 
an exact science. The element of luck, that 
must enter into all calculations • relating to 
crops which depend upon the rain-fall, is 
eradicated, and the farmer can tell with cer- 
tainty in the spring-time precisely what his 
returns will be in the fall. Aud he has the 
additional satisfaction of knowing that these 
returns will be equal to the best anywhere. 
Not only Is the soil rich in itself, but it Is 
made constantly'richer by the alkali held In 
solution iii the water used for irrigating it. 
There is no need to use fertilizers. The soil 
Is naturally. abundantly fertile, and its 
strength is constantly renewed. The cost of 
the ditches in the first Instance is less than 
the farmers In the east pay for fertilizers for a 
single year; and when the ditches once have 
been dug the cost of keeping them in re- 
pair Is trifling. Aud-what makes this region 
especially desirable Is the fact that the ditches 
already are dug. Farmers coming down here 
can buy their land one day and begin to put 
in seed the next. No time need be lost in 
preparation. Work can begin right away. 
All the ditching and reclaiming was done by 
the Mexicans years ago;'and it is better done 
than an easternrbred man would do it, because 
irrigation is one of the few things that the 
Mexicans thoroughly understand. It is true 
that this land, bought from Its Mexican own- 
ers, will cost three or four dollars an acre 
more than equally stood land in southern 
Colorado that has not been ditched; but the 
difference In cost is less than the cost of 
ditehlng, as an American would do the work, 
and the job Is better done. 


Another important consideration Is the 


abundance and comparative cheapness of 
labor. 
S.ince the railroad was built.down 


here and the Mexicans had their Ideas exalted 
by contractors wanes, the days of positive 
cheapness are done. Yet It is easy to hire as 
many good men as are required at 75 cents or 
81 a day when food is found for them; at 
$1.50 a day where they feed themselves. The 
former plan, I may add, Is the cheaper. A 
Mexican is not by any means au ideal laborer. 
He Is lazy, and he requires a great deal of 
poking to make him do his work; bnt then 
he does his work well. Upon the laboring 
men of Colorado he is a great improve- 
ment; for in Colorado only a very poor arti- 
cle of man can be found to do hard work for 
anybody but himself. A man with any brains 
at all, in that enterprising state, promptly be- 
comes his own master. But the Mexicans, 
being patient, willing and utterly without 
ambition, are well enough content • to plod 
along on wages all their lives. For the light- 
er sorts of field work, and for berry-picking, 
the Mexican and Indian women and children 
can be counted upon to do good work at 
wages considerably lower than are demanded 
by the men. 
. 
* 


The sort of farming that can be most advan- 


tageously carried on here is truck farming, 
and with this the growing of small fruits. 
A year ago a truck farm in the. Rio Grande 
valley would have been an absurdity, lor then 
no market'was within reach. Now, however, 
the Denver and Rio Grande railway has shot 
one of its long arms down here'and the mar- 
kets of Denver, Colorado Springs, Leadville 
and Pueblo are within easy reach, none of 
them being more than 18 hours away. And 
the prices paid In these towns *or fruits and 
vegetables would make even the hardened; 
truck-farmers of New Jersey 
roll 
up 


their eyes I The demand for vegetables of 
all sorts Is always ahead of the supply, and 
prices seem to'be limited only by. the con- 
sciences of the dealers. With a, direct rail 
communication north of these several towns, 
a truck farmer here would a good deal more 
than double his money every year; aud with 
every year, so far from deteriorating, the 
markets will Improve. The adaptability of 
the sojUo trucking purposes is shown in the 
fine'yield 
of vegetables and fruits which 


even the Mexicans, with their primitive,

obtain. For 
mile after 
mile 
tlie Rio 


Grande valley la 


more striking by the many expanses of 
brown soil which is suffered to be fallow be- 
cause its owners are too lazy to cultivate 
more land than suffices for their own wants. 
The yield of fruit here is prodigious. Apri- 
cots grow almost wild, and peaches, plums 
and grapes grow in profusion. Probably a 
annlng factory here would bo a good specu- 
lation—the demand for canned vegetables 
in the 
adjacent 
mining 
regions being 


enormous—and the results already obtained 
at Las Vegas show that a profitable business 
can be done in the manufacture of wines. 
But these are complicated means of money- 
making. Truck farming is simpler nnd quite 
as sure. Any farmer who will come down 
here and work for it can make a very respect- 
able fortuue in six or eight years. In tack- 
ling this work the capital mainly required is 
perseverance and pluck.

was densely crowded to-day. Upon reaching 
his seat Guiteau looked around and smiling, 
said: "I had a nice Christmas dinner and 
hope everybody else had. I had lots of fruit, 
flowers and lady visitors, and had a good 
time generally." 


Dr. A. E. McDonald, superintendent at the 


Ward's Island insane asylum, testified that 
during his practice he had had six thousand 
cases of insane, and had given special atten- 
tion to the study of insanity. Witness stated 
the ditference between delusions and insane 
delusions, the 
former being 
subject to 


correction of the judgement and senses, the 
latter not being correctible and for that rea- 
son denominated an insane delusion; also il- 
lusions and hallucinations, giving illustra- 
tions from his own experience. He believed, 
judging from experience, that the claim of 
inspiration frequently assorted by insane per- 
sons proceeded from a source of hallucina- 
tion or insane delusion affecting the senses. 


Witness was asked If a person's actions 


under claim of inspiration would indicate it in 
any other way than by their assertions, and 
replied: "Actions and behavior would indi- 
cate it as well as their assertions. To illus- 
trate it, a person claiming 'to be Jesus 
and acting under an inspiration clothed him- 
self like the Savior, gave away his property, 
slept out doors because the Savior had no • 
where, to lay his head. 


Witness was asked if such persons would 


feel any apprehension of bodily injury or 
would take any precaution to guard against 
danger. 


He replied that inspiration always over- 


rides all fear of bodily pain or injury and 
renders the person who believes he is acting 
under inspiration wholly oblivious to such 
consideration. 


Witness was asked if such persons usually 


planned with deliberation, and replied that on 
the contrary, their acts are sudden in both 
conception and execution as a rule, and they 
seldom attempt to avert the consequences in 
any way. There are two kinds of insanity— 
the crank insanity and the Abraham insanity. 
The latter is commonly called temporary 
Insanity, where a man commits acts which 
are the only evidence of insanity and wher« 
the person is to all appearance perfectly sane 
in all other respects, both before and after the 
not. 


Cluiteau—That's just my case, exactly. 
Witness—I don't believe in such insanity 


and In all my experience never have seen an 
instance of it. 


Corkhill—Doctor, we had a young man 


here from Chicago, an agnostic, who testified 
that one'person In every five is insane. 
What would you say to that ? • 


Scoville asked to have the question read by 


the reporter and sharply rebuked the district 
attorney for his attempt to injure the charac- 
ter and cast slurs upon witnesses for the de- 
fense. "I don't care to be continually objec- 
ting to such matters. He may continue to do 
so if he choose; we will wait till we get to 
the jury." 
- Corkhill—Well, suppose you wait. 


Witness in reply to question said: "In a 


group of which that young man makes one 
the other four would be pretty safe." Witness 
thought a person acting under an inspiration 
to commit a deed would not be deterred from 
the commission of that act through any con- 
sideration of personal harm to another per- 
son. 


Guiteau—Qh! you are talking about cranks 


now. I don't belong to that school. 


Witness then proceeded at some length to 


give the reasons for his opinion, using the 
expression: "I have frequently noticed that 
his most violent interruptions have been made 
when the weight of evidence was against 
him." 


Counsel for the defense objected that wit- 


ness was usurping the funcflons of the jury, 
who alone would pass upon the Tact of 
whether the evidence was for or against him. 


The court overruled the objection and ex- 


ception was noted by defense. 


Guiteau—You are making great ado about 


nothing, Doctor, I don't pretend that I'm In- 
sane., Tell us what you know about Abra- 
ham, get your money and go. 


\Vitness, continuing, closely analyzed the 


conduct and remarks of the prisoner during 
the trial and concluded that he had been play- 
ing a part since the first day. At the outset 
the- prisoner he said had directed all his abuse 
against one of the counsel; afterwards all of 
theiu. 
v 


Guiteau—Well, you see, Doctor, Corkhill 


has corrupted the rest of them. "Evil com- 
munications, you know, corrupt good mor- 
als." 


The first hypothetical question of the pros- 


ecution was asked and objections made by 
the defense to the clause assuming that he 
raised an ax to his sister; which act prisoner 
denies, on the ground* that witness could not 
be asked to pass upon a hypothetical question 
containing two propositions diametrically op- 
posite. 


After argument the court sustained the ob- 


jection and the prosecution modified their 
question. In a modified form it was put to 
witness, and he replied, "I believe the pris- 
oner to have been sane." 


Objection to the question and reply was 


noted by defense. 


After recess Dr. McDonald again took the 


stand. Corkhill then read the second hypoth- 
etical question, and witness answered: 


"Assuming the facts set forth to be true, 


and adding that statement 
to others. It 


strengthens .my opinion that: the man was 
sane the ad of July." 


Witness visited Guiteau in prison and PX- 


amlned him on the main Incidents of his life, 
including the assassination, which witness 
called "my Inspiration." 
Witness asked 


him, if the acts were God's, why he .didn't 
leave the details to the Almighty and not 
practice with his pistol. The prisoner flushed 
a little and said: "The Almighty often leaves 
the details to his agents." The prisoner said 
regarding his future plans that while he was 
not insane he had studied up insanity and 
believed the jury would find he was legally 
insane and would acquit him. Then he would 
goto the insane asylum and after a few 
months a commission of insanity would pass 
oh the case and find him sane of course and 
discharge him. 


Witness believed Guiteau a perfectly sane 


man. 


Reed proposed a series of hypothetical 


questions based upon the acts and conduct of 
the prisoner to'show they would not be in- 
consistent with the theory of insanity. 


Witness admitted that insane persons were 


more liable to be adjudged sane than sane 
persons were to be adjudged Insane. 


Scoville questioned witness as to the symp- 


toms and causes of insanity-. Witness stated 
that insanity was the result of a diseased 
brain and was asked: 


"Are you not confounding cause,and effect 


and cannot the usual .excitation of emotions 
or excessive worry and care and anxiety 
cause disease of the brain? 


Witness admitted that such might be the 


case with some qualifications, and that over- 
work, care and anxiety might produce dys- 
pepsia, which with other cause might lead to 
insanity. That would make necessarily dis- 
ease of the brain, and disease of the brain in 
its turn will stimulate insanity. 


Well, is not it a fact that you learn the 


brain is diseased from evidence of unsound- 
ness of the mind? 


Answer—From that- and from 
physical 


indications also.

THE PEBSIDENT'S NEW HOME. 


Appearance of the White Housa After it Has 


Been Renovated and Refurnished.

The White House, after its baptism of 


paint and decorations and its new dressing of ' 
rich furniture, is greatly improved lif appear- 
ance. The transformation is marked. Almost 
from the very entrance the much-needed 
renovation was begun. The decorations of 
the main vestibule are of a character which 
does not require frequent alterations. 
It has 


a tiled floor which was only put down last 
year, under Mrs. Hayes' direction. The main 
lobby, which divides the house on the lower 
floor, has been greatly Improved. The wall 
is calcimined in a light shade, and a heavy 
frieze runs around it near the celling. The 
chairs, lounees and settees have been re 
covered with a light silk and wool brocade. 


TUB EAST KOOM. 


Tlife double door, opening from this hall 


Into the East Room, is hung with gracefully 
draped Turkish curtains on the inner side, 
from an ebonized bracket. This is the only 
symptom of sestheticism in the entire build- 
ing. Black cords and pretty little silver 
knobs are arranged to allow its speedy ad- 
justment in any manner desired. The fur- 
niture Is this room is rich, but not very 
showy. The entire effect ia subdued and 
pleasing:. 
The woodwork Is of ebonized

Sketch of the Last of the well-known Del- 


monico Brothers. 


The New York Herald of the 20th gives the 


following sketch of Siro JJelmonico, who 
died on Monday night: 


The last of the Delmonico brothers is gone. 


Siro, as well Known as Lorenzo-aud almost as 
popular as Charhw, his nephew, died sud- 
denly In his home yesterday morning in his 
fifty-eighth year. He* had been in his usual 
good health, and left the Fifth avenue restau- 
rant at half past twelve at night in good 
spirits, and'after supper in Brown's went to 
his residence. 
On retiring to his room he 


partially undressed, fell to the floor and 
almost instantly died. Less, than ten dhyi 
ago a medical man said to him: "Siro, if you 
continue smoking cigarettes as yon have 
for some time past you may expect to die 


and suddenly;

Journalists, judges 
ministers, brokers, merchants of all sorts an 
kinds were his customers, and none coni 
cater fo- them in a friendly as well as a pro 
fessional way better/ In 1835 Lorenzo in 
duced his two brothers, Siro and Constant 
to join him in New York, and the firm sooi 
consisted of four brothers — Lorenzo, Franco!;

-The death of Francois and of Con 
slant left their families upon Lorenzo' 
hands, and in the younger generation it wa 
found that only one of the nephews, who i 
familiar tothe world at large as "Charley Del 
monico," was adapted for the business.

this nephew was confided the tuamigcinen 
of the most "aristocratic restaurant" in Nev 
York — to-wit, that which stands at the cornel 
of Madison square and Twenty-sixth street, 
and a superintendence of all four places, whilt 
to Siro was allotted the charge of the Broad 
way, Broad and Beaver street houses in the day 
time ami the aiding of Charles in the uptown 
house at night. Siro was more conspicuou 
perhaps during tho palmy days of the olt 
Chambers street house, where he presldec 
with dignity and good nature Until called bj 
duty up to Fourteenth street. To Lorenzo 
was awarded all the credit that pertained to 
him as the capitalist and head of the business, 
as t<f Charles belongs the reputation made by

THE GUITEATJ TRIAL, 


Choking Advised by the Assassin 


to Cure Insanity, 


Judge Cox Grants a Motion to Ee- 


move Him to the Dock, 


Where He Promises to Get in His 


Work as Usual, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 38.— 


Guiteau came into the court room 
this 


morning looking paler than usual. He had 
not slopt well. A man was placed in a cell 
near his who was suffering a most violent 
type of mania, caused by the excessive use of 
morphine, and during the whole night his 
screaming ran through the jail. Guiteau was 
annoyed, and asked \vhat. was the occasion 
for such a noise. The keeper said: "We 
have got a crazy man on hand to-uteht." 
'Well," said Guiteau, "why don't you choke 
him and make him quiet, and not let re- 
spectable people be disturbed in this way by 
miserable lunatics?" 


Dr. McDouald was cross-examined by Sco- 


ville, mainly on temporary insanity. Witness 
was asked if in his practice he had not met 
with an instance of temporary insanity and 
replied: 


"Yes, sir; I know of a man who was in- 


sane for twenty-four hours." 


Scovillo (eagerly)—And then he gbt well? 
"No, sir; he died.".[Laughter at Scoville's 


jxpeiise.]

Witness was asked what he meant yester- 


day by saying, "I think prisoner has been 
playing a part in the court." 


He replied: "I believe he has been feign- 


ing what he believed to be insanity. Not 
really insane, I believe bfe has been attempt- 
ng to give the impression in court that he 
s insane, and with that idea he has been act- 
ing a part." 


Scoville soon became involved in a discuss- 


on with counsel on the pertinence .of a ques- 
ion, when Guiteau shouted: "Y,ou had better 
et him go. You are making altogether too 
nuch of him. If you have not got enough 
ense to see ft I will tell you." 
Allusions were made to the ax incident 


vhen Guiteau commented contemptuously: 
'On. nonsense, that ax.story is the merest Sc- 
ion; it's all rubbk'h. Doctor, just tell us 
omethiug about Abraham and we will let 


'OU gO." 


Witness was asked if he were not discharg- 
d for granting false certificates of health 
o Wm. M. Tweed, when the latter was in 
onflnement in the penitentiary, and replied: 
'I never gave Tweed a certificate of health or 
11-health, and I was never discharged from 
any position in my life." 


Dr. Randolph Barksdale, superintendent of 


he Central lunatic asylum near Richmond, 
Virginia, visited prisoner at jail; had also 
losely observed him in the court and from 
Us examination and observation was of the 
pinion that lie was sane. Witness also testi- 
ied that he believed Guiteau had been.feign- 
ng in court.'Witness believed, taking as 
rue the facts set forth in the two hypotheti- 
al questions of the prosecution, that the 
prisoner was sane when he shot the president. 


Dr. John II. Cullender, superintendent of 


he Tennessee asylum for insane, had given 
pecial attention to the study of insanity in 
he past twelve years; had seen about 3,000 
ases during his connection with the Tennes- 
ee asylum. Witness visited prisoner in the 
ail and also closely observed prisoner hi the 
.otirt and believed him perfectly sane; didn't 
>elleve the Deity ever inspired to killafel- 
ow creature, and any one who labored under 
lich an insane delusion would show it in his 
cts, not by words." Answering the hypoth- 
tlcal question he said the prisoner .was un- 
doubtedly sane. 


After recess Scoville, put a hypothetical 
uestion, which embraced the clause: "Sup- 
oose the prisoner believed himself to be a 
lartner with-Jesus Christ?" Judge Porter 
Protested against the question as blasphemous, 
and It would be a disgrace to a court of jus- 
ice and a Christian nation.to allow it to be 
entertained for a moment. Scoville 'replied 
ihat if no allusion could be made to what 
vas claimed by the prisoner to be the ac- 
uating motive or influence that led to his 
act, then the whole defense would be wiped 
iway at a single stroke. Judge Porter pro- 
Seeded to insist upon his view, and declared 
he time had come when in the name of the 
American people and on behalf of the gov- 
ernme'nt in the federal court he felt it his 
duty to demand that the prisoner be removed 
o the dock. 


Guiteau (spitefully)—Oh, you do, you big- 


ifloirtlied Porter. 
;-A court official sitting behind tlie prisoner 
attempted to quiet him, when he whirled 
round and snarled, at one ef them: "Well, 
you mind your business, or I'll slap you in 
lie mouth, you fool you." 
Judge Porter continued his remarks and 


Guiteau again interrupted 
and shouted: 


'Well, you had better mind your own hiisi- 
less." 


Judge Porter—That is my business here to- 


day; and, Your*llonor, I must now insist on 
ny.motiou of Saturday 'that the prisoner be 
noved to the dock.

narrow. You haven't got Brains enough for 
this case." 


Reed denied the assumption that prisoner's 


sanity had been established. 
No human 


knowledge cnuld fathom the workings ,of an 
htsane mind und humanity would dictate that 
if reasonable doubt should exist, leniency 
should be extended towards him. He thought 
an admonition from the court would suffice. 


Corkhlll insisted upon the removal of the 


prisoner to the dock and the removal from 
around him of the special police who were 
not regular attendants of the court; that he 
should be kept in the dock with no other 
special protection than is accorded any othe^ 
prisoner: 


Guiteau, trembling with anger and appre- 


hension, shouted: "You want to shoot me, 
do you, Corkhill? You can't convict me, so 
you want to get me shot. You might as well 
hang me up outside and teH men to shoot. I 
tell you, God Almighty would curse you, sir, 
if I was put in that dock and shot, you mis- 
erable wretch." 


Scoville, with 
much feeling, protested 


against the proposition of the district attor- 
ney, which could not be understood by any 
one as other than an invitation to all who 
heard It to shoot the prisoner if opportunity 
offered. 


The prisoner smiled upon the judge and In 


his ijiost insinuating voice promised to keep 
quiet if allowed to remain with his counsel, 
but Judge Cox replied :' 


"You will have to go to the dock, because 


no reliance can be placed in your promise." 


"Then I move, Your Honor, that the court 


room be cleared." 


A passage -was made through the crowd 


and the prisoner .was finally seated in the 
dock. 


Judge Porter made the following argument: 


Guiteau, the assassin of President Garfield, 
will assassinate no more forever, and.the 
voice which is not silenced now will be dumb 
as that of his victim when the end is readied. 
[Applause.] 
The man sane or insane is 


permitted to say the arm of the law in his 
presence is nerveless. 
I have approved, and 


I say it in view of the condemnation of the 
American people as represented by their 
papers, because they did not understand the 
situation as we did. I have approved and in- 
dicated to your honor the course down to the 
time this prisoner proclaimed a wish of 
acquiescence of his counsel that he had been 
sane from the hour after he executed this 
foul, diabolical and infamous murder. When 
I made this motion I felt the time had come 
when

to the vindication, of the judiciary that a step 
should be taken wliich I now indicate. You 
suspended your decision in the hope that 
you might be able to extend to this sane 
criminal and homicide still further clemency, 
but if it be extended it will be at some peril 
to name an American jury—peril in respect 
to the indefinite continuation of a trial which 
without the interposition of the prisoner 
would have terminated three weeks ago. 
The time has now come when the lajv must 
make its appearance in the court room. He 
should no longer sijt at the counsel table and 
exercise privileges which you would accord 
no member of the American bar. 


The prisoner—A very nice speech, but not 


a word is true in it. 


The court then rendered his decision: It is 


hardly necessary to s*ny that the conduct of 
the prisoner has been one persistent violation 
of order-and decorum. In the beginning the 
only methods which could be resorted to to 
suppress this disorder were such as must en- 
infringe on the constitutional rights of the 
prisoner.and that was a conclusive argument 
against them. Until Saturday last no other 
method had been proposed when this propo- 
sition which he had already had in mind was 
submitted.

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One of the difficulties with which teachers, 


especially country teachers—and moit teach- 
ers are country teachers—have to contend is 
lack of regular and punctual attendance on 
the part .of scholars. According to the pro- 
gramme this morning's exercises should have 
begun at 9 o'clock, but the hands of the school- 
house clock had travoled about one-half of 
the distance toward the next hour before the 
call to order. The session was opened by 
singing, under the lead of Mr. Kent, of this 
place, "Work, for the Night is Corning." 


The president's address was then delivered 


by I. N. Dennett, professor of languages in 
the State university at Boulder. He said he- 
should like to speak of the great private 
school system of this country, of Harvard 
and Dartmouth and others, of the miisionaiy 
spirit of these schools, of Colorado's schools. 
After speakina; kindly of Colorado college, 
mid saying that all our schools, private and 
public, are one common system for the up- 
lifting of our people, lie announced this as the 
line of his address: Universal individual de- 
velopment—which is only another term for 
universal individual freedom—is inseparable 
from and coincident with universal individual 
education; the education of the masses, if at 


all, should be by the state acting in a civil 
rather than an ecclesiastical capacity, and 
should extend from the primary school to the 
college. He might use the words "individual" 
and "state" in such a way as to raise the 
question, "Does he prefer individualism to 
the success of the state ?" He did not. 
But the individual has a right to live under 
circumstances favorable to development. Mr. 
Dennett dwelt at considerable length on the 
growth of individualism in the world's history, 
from the time when the primitive world first 
cast oft' its shackles to the present time. 
He spoke of the methods and principles of 
Persia, Greece, Koine, the Puritans, and the 
methods and principles of the present, show- 
ing the growing importance of the individual. 
Accursed be that state in which neither wick- 
edness nor virtu'.1, knowledge nor' ignorance 
can change the condition into which one is 


Mr. J. S. McClung, of Piteblo, read a paper 


entitled "Teacher.'s Work Outside of the 
Text Book." One part of his work is to 
teach politeness. 
The teacher must often do 


atl or nearly all that is done for the child. 
Some of the most common causes_ of success 
or failure are due to things done or not done 
out of school. The speaker had known 
many teachers who knew how to conduct re- 
citations but who still had failed • because of 
unsociability. Let the teacher, if possible, 


born. Accursed any state that gives only in- 
struction enough .to close the eyes to ignor- 
ance. 
Just as individual education has been 


limited or has been universal, civilization has 
grown with it. No state ever gave a man 
rights. They are from within. Development 
by education makes a man free. Ho would 
apply this principle to education in America 
from the primary school to the college. It 
was a long time before the Pilgrim learned 
that the way to maintain his own liberty was 
to grant the same right to others. He was 
ahead of his age, but behind the "man of the' 
nineteenth century. 
Persia educated to en- 


slave, Prussia educated to make free. In the 
nineteenth century Germany and America 
educate to perpetuate freedom. 


With one of two exceptions the free high 


school has not received the support of the 
masses. -Why has it grown up without the 
sympathy of the leading classes'.' The en- 
dowed, schools have become powerful and 
have put on a patronizing air towards the 
public schools. 
Both President Eliot, of 


Harvard, and President McCosh; of Prince- 
ton, have opposed the endowment by the 
state of schools for superior education, and 
maintained that state should give only prim- 
ary instruction. 
Kepublican education is 


the best education for all, tlie best and highest 
education for the masses. Harvard, like 
other great corporations has cut loose from 
the power that made it. 
Had the' state kept 


her grip on Harvard, Harvard might look 
differently on the state's secondary education. 
Can there ever be such feeling In Michigan? 
Can there be in Colorado? 


The speaker considered the system of caste, 


meet hia pupils each morning with a kind 
greeting. It may lift the burden from many 
a heavy heart and make butter citizens. 


The teacher by talk to pupils and by super- 


vision from the school-room windows, can do 
much in regard to behavioi on the play- 
ground. The teacher should see that paper 
and ink and books are'properly taken care of. 
Many teachers do not give pupils enough at- 
tention during study hours. The teacher 
should do a personal work, should have an 
influence in breaking up bad habits and in- 
stilling good. The practice of committing to 
memory extracts from valuable authors was 
commended. The teacher of science has a 
chance to impress on his pupils a proper idea 
of God. The ancient classics are of great 
value. By proper treatment the teacher can 
call up. bafore his pupils the heroes—or ras- 
cals—of two thousand years ago. 


Mr. H. M. Hale, of Central, discussed the 


preceding paper, in some very interesting and. 
instructive remarks. 


Messrs. Casey, Barnes, Parker and Hale 


followed in the general discussion on the 
topic.

Their presentation to the ticket 


agents of the Denver & Rio Grande road 
would entitle teachers to one-fifth the regular 
fare, and on the Union Pacific to one-half the 
regular fare. 


Mr. Smith, in connection with the applica- 


tion for certificates, said that he hoped all the 
teachers would secure them, as he had made 
a wtiger with Prof. Shattuck that there would 
be 100 teachers in attendance and he wanted 
to win it. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Smith's remarks 


President Dennett stated that the regular pro- 
gramme adopted for the afternoon session 
would be taken up.

Mr. Kobert H. Beggs, of Denver, then read 


a paper on Mathematical Geography, which 
was in substance as follows: He first read a 


In favor of Ihis new departure the teacher 


has the best po-sibte opportunities of dett r- 
mining the pupil's fitness for advancement. 
Among the objections to promotion by the 
teacher we note first the fact that the teacher 
who promotes and the one who receives the 
pupil inay not agree a3 to his fitness. One 
pupil thus in dispute will occasion more 
trouble than the ninety and nine promoted in 
the usual way. 


Again the teacher might be biased as to a 


pupil's merits, out of a desire to please a per- 
sonal friend. 


Sympathy for the parents of a dull child, 


a desire to get rid of a troublesome pupil 
may decide a doubtful case. Can It be that 
there is.no way in which the evils attending 
grade examinations can be mitigated- without 
sacrificing its benefits? 


We think there is. In the first place call re- 


views by their right names, and in the second 
place quit examining for mere form's snhe.. 
To torture children with an examination 
simply as a matter of form is downright 
cruelty. This, then, is the relief suggested: 
guard against giving outsiders the impression 
that examinations occur. with unnecessary 
frequency, omit the useless half of the work 
and do the remaining half all the better for 
the time and labor tims saved. 


When Mr. Beggs had concluded reading his 


paper President Dennett announced that it 
was open for discussion, and a spirited dis- 
cussion ensued between President Moore, of 
the Denver University; President Hale, of the 
School of Mines; Superintendent Smith, of 
Black Hawk; Captain Boyd, of Greeley; A. 
B. Johnson, of Castle Kock, and I}. L. Parker, 
of this city. 


' SPELLING KBKOBM. 


After a recess of ten minutes, during which 


time the teachers present procured thejr cer- 
tificates of membership from the state super- 
intendent, Mr. W. K. Callicotte, read an in- 
teresting paper on "Spelling Reform." His 
paper, as a whole, was carefuHy prepared 
and presented some strong features in.favor 
of the much agitated phonetic system. He 
strongly, urged the adoption of some reform 
in the method of teaching beginners to read. 
Mr. Callicolte's paper was listened to with 
great Interest by the teachers, and at its con- 
clusion a very warm and spirited discussion 
ensued.

which he thinks has lately grown up in New 
sketch from the Illinois School Journal show- 


England. Why go to Europe for examples of 
class distinction? Fifty years ago such words 
as "day laborers," "lower classes," were un- 
known. Now there is a sentiment in favor of 
an inferior elementary education for the 
masses. This class had its origin in New 
England. Its growth was made possible be 
cause the state had no superior and until re 
cently no secondary schools. 


Professor Dennett, speaking next of the 


manner of imparting moral instruction, gave 
'some attention to the connection of the 
churches with our schools. Schools are no 
so much in danger from wickedness as fron 
well-meaning people. There are two methods 
of giving moral instruction, direct and indi- 
rect. It is not certain that the churches could, 
agree on •the moral instruction to give the 
pupils. Protestants and Catholics should be 
classed together, If they are alike in their at- 
titude towards the schools. There is no re- 
llection on the church pr on Christianity, but 
uu the direct method. Hitting a boy over the 
head with a moral cudgel produces about the 
same effect as other kinds, of cudgeling.. In 
every case the denominations are acting, as 
they have a right to act, in the line of their 
own interests, The churches should not come 
to impart moral and religious instruction, and 
perhaps teach their own tenets. Let the 
teacher, whether Catholic or Protestant, be 
pure. If the spiril of back-biting between 
Hie churches and schools Is 'allowed, His 
hard to tell which will be the loser.

ing that the Chicago school board has passed 
a rule allowing grammar school principals to 
promote pupils to high schools without exami- 
nation. This article went on to say how 
preferable it would be for the schools to 
abandon the use of the marking system, un- 
less to accept it as a final test. It Is a move 
in the right direction, said Mr. Beggs, to re- 
lieve the children of our schools from the 
evils of a severe nervous strain when they are 
least fit to endure the ordeal, and grant 
teachers an exemption from the wearisome 
drudgery of marking papers and arranging 
this and averaging that. It is true that some 
whom we are inclined to regard as oracles 
in 
matters 
pertaining 
to 
schools 


unhesitatingly assert that the only true policy 
in making promotions is to leave the whole 
matter in the hands of the teacher who is to 
be wholly untramnieled by the pupil's pre- 
vious record. 
There are many advantages 


growing out of grade examinations of such 
consequence that they should not be over- 
looked. This examination serves as a stim- 
ulus to both teachers and pupils. Many 
pupils do not need this stimulus, while our 
teachers will do just as faithful work without 
it. Others are the more faithful because a 
test is coming which will to a greater or less 
decree reveal their shortcomings. Grade ex- 
aminations have a tendency to restrain those 
teachers who are- given to hobby riding. 
Those who go wild over object lessons, oral 
teaching, word methods, spelling reform, 
phonic methods and the like are not the only 
hobby riders, for we have a battalion of them 
representing every study in the common school. 
In arithmetic one will make a specialty of 
analysis in primary grades and will succeed. 
Another will drill his pupils in the mental 
manipulation o* numbers. A third concen- 
trates his energies upon short methods and 
lightning processes, 'etc., etc. Another ad- 
vantage of the grade examination closely 
allied to that ju-t mentioned, yet distinct 
from it, is the power which it t?ives the prin- 
cipal or superintendent iu giving specific 
direction and character to the work done in 
the various grades. The necessity of exami- 
nation iii higher institutions of learning, 
where instruction is largely given by lectures, 
is plainly seen; but to Incorporate Ihls system 
into the public schools and have examinations 
every week or month seems preposterous ab- 


The evening session was held iu the courf 


house hall. The first exercise was a lecture 
by President Sewall, of the State University, 
on "The Uses and Abuses of Laboratory Prac- 
tice." The gentleman said there are many 
vexed questions, unsolved problems touching 
the plans which we adopt to educate the 
youth of our land. .Questions have been 
asked over and over again, and as often an- 
svyered, but the trouble is, they do not stay 
answered, lie mentioned questions that are 
asked about the value of particular studies, 
arithmetic, grammar, physics, botany, physi- 
ology, /.oology. 


Then on the other hand there be othern who 


advocate arithmetic, others glory In geogra- 
phy, and some teachers grow really enthusi- 
astic teaching English grammar. Now when 
so much seems unsettled, when teachers and 
employers differ so widely inopinioii, how are 
we to determine where the trutlil ies? Let us 
learn, if we may, if there are not some gen- 
eral principles that may guide us in relation 
to these problems of education?. 


Among these many questions relating to 


education two may be considered fundamen- 
tal : What shall we teach, and how shall we 
teach what is to be taught? 


Every comuipu school has or may hare a 


working place where experiments may be 
made, and where things may bo studied. The 
rock and the soil, plants, birds, beasts and in- 
sects, air, water, furnish the material for 
study, and the broad canopy of heaven, all 
out-floors, as well as the school house, the 
laboratory—a grand working room. Agassiz 
says that the history of humanity in its efforts 
to understand the creation (its surroundings), 
resembles the individual mind engaged in the 
same direction. History Is the representation, 
OH a great scale, of human nature, and that 
which is scarcely perceptible in consciousness, 
shines forth in history in brilliant characters. 
History magnifies the individual element, yet 
does not disturb It by amplifying. History, 
then, may teach us much relative to those 
problems in education. 


The commentator's professed object is to 


explain, to illustrate doctrines supposed to be 
true. He cannot, does not work as a free 
man. His is a menial and not a productive 
service. The age of commentators is followed 
by an age of mysticism and fog. Facts—the1 
study of things—is neglected, and this is'the 
lesson that history teaches. A people de- 
voted to the study of things, to original In- 
vestigation, have ever been noted for their 
progress iu science, art, literature. But when 
a people become mere commentators, book 
students, they no longer advance—neither do 
they remain stationary—they retrograde, and 
art, science, literature, even morals decline. 


Now if. it be true that' there is a close 


affinity between the development of the In- 
tellect of the race and the development of the 
intellect of the individual we should naturally 
expect like results to follow like causes. 
Then the study of things or going back to the 
original source of knowledge, in short lab- 
oratory practice, ought to give to the miud of 
the youth grasp, clearness, precision, strength, 
independence. On the other hand learning 
what somebody has 
written 
concerning 


something that somebody has studied, or 
something that somebody has written con- 
cerning the writlugs'Of somebody who once 
studied the subject, is a process not best cal- 
culated either to make the pupil acquainted 
with the subject, or to give strength to the In- 
tellectual faculties. The people that to-day 
follow solely the traditions of the elders, who 
refuse or neglect to study things, to make any 
original research, who have from generation 
to generation for centuries learned only what 
had been produced by some more active in- 
telligence centuries ago-^are a degenerate 
people. The husks on which they feed 
scarcely suffice to 'keep the.pulses of intel- 
lectual life beating; Intellectually they are 
well nigh dead. 


President Sewall enlarged on the idea that' 


the Chinese, although a studious people, as a 
-nation standstill.

He does not expect to prove, nor does he 


believe that the study of things or laboratory 


touching other things not directly pursued or I 
studied. In short, sucli study and practice ; 
Will tend to make him less a slave and more : 
a free man, and this I understand to be .the j 
end of all true education. One can never pet; 
so true an idea of a petal from written de- j 
scrjptions, however true and exact, as 1-e can j 
from studying the petal and' in its place in j 
the flower. 


'he difference between two readers of his- 


tory, other'things being equal, one of whom 
has had some training in the study of things, 
has made, to him, some original research, in 
short, Ims had some laboratory practice, and 
one who lias not, is quite marked. 


Not only then does laboratory practice af- 


ford us the best means of obtaining a know- 
ledge of many branches of study—the natu- 
ral sciences particularly—but at the same 
time it puts the mind in a condition to right- 
ly interpret and understand those branches of 
study in which, from the very nature o£ the 
case, there can b« no such thing as laboratory 
practice. 


I am not speaking of special professional 


study. I am thinking all the while of the 
average boy or girl in our average common 
school. If a boy has seen uiul carefully 
studied a stamen in its place and then reads 
about a stamen, lie understands what he 
reads. Words at best are but symbols of 
things, and before they o.an have any real 
value to us as such,-wo must know something 
of the real things which they symbolize. 


The boys and girls of the common school 


in addition to the arithmetic, writing, spell- 
ing, etc.—these they must have—may learn 
nine; and learn it in a healthy and at the 
same time an attractive way. 
They may en- 


gage in just what we are talking about—lab- 
Oratory practice. Let me say here, paren- 
thetically, that I am all the while supposing 
that we are to have a teacher in the school, 
because without a teacher—I don't mean 
schoolmaster br schoolma'am—no plan will- 
be of value; one is about as good as another. 


But the mere study of tilings is compara- 


tively of little value. Cultivating the observ- 
ing faculty alone does little to develop and 
strengthen the mind. It should be tlie busi- 
ness of tlie teacher to call attention to such 
facts as may be of value, and point out 
directly or indirectly the true relation. To 
really know things is to know their true re- 
lations. Facts ar« but words, but then words 
arranged in just order are lull of meaning. 
Laboratory practice may 
accomplish two 


things—teach us something directly and put 
the mind in condition to study profitably other 
things. Fit it to understand its surroundings, 
fit it to take hold of and analyze questions 
of real practical life. Fit the individual to 
become independent, to be his own political 
adviser, his own high priest. How many 
cheap politicians—may their tribe decrease— 
harangue the mssses about the constitution 
and its provisions, when they could not recite, 
or even give the substance of, a single article 
or section. Nature, as it reveals Itself to-the 
intelligent, is indeed a chapter from God's 
elder scripture, a letter of his untouched 
autograph, a mirror that in some good sense 
reflects the divine imago. 


Laboratory practice then not only better 


fits one to understand himself and his ma- 
terial environments; it may, it ought, and it 
will illumine a wider, more extended horizon, 
and enable him to catch glimpses, i£ he may 
not touch the "garment hem" of cause. 


President Sewall's address lasted ovei an 


hour, and was listened to attentively and 
greeted with applause. 


President David!!. Moore, of the University 


61 Denver, made a short, pleasant speech on 
"Discipline of Education." 


He said: We can write the words as an 


equation: discipline equals education, or edu- 
cation equals discipline. Now we can sub- 
stitute iu either term of the equation. The 
speaker substituted first for discipline, a 
means of punishment. 
Mothers who are 


anxious to get their -children to school to be 
rid of them were severely criticised, as were 
school officers who know everything but know 
nothing, and who are penurious. 
For disci- 


pline we may put drill. Under this were 
mentioned some objections to cramming and 
some of the dangers of normal schools. 


The Hon. L. S. Cornell, state superin- 


tendent, then read a paper on the "Educa- 
tional Outlook."

any state, and in judging their condition, 
there are two things of vital importance to 
be considered; viz., quantity and quality. 
These two factors constitute the standard of 
measurement. You ask, What have the peo- 
ple of Colorado done to show their interest in 
public schools ? 1 answer by saying, They 
have oiganized 450 school districts, built £90 
school houses, and expended during the past 
year 8555,000 for school purposes. The 450 
schools districts have been organized to ac- 
coinuiodate a school population of 41,000, or 
91 children to each district. These districts 
employ 000 teachers, or one teacher for every 
68 children of school age, but of the number 
actually enrolled in our public schools, there 
is one teacher for every 43 pupils. During 
the past year there has been an increase of 
school population of 6,000. But with this 
increase the people have organized 36 new 
school districts, and built 65 new school 
houses. 


By quality is meant that 'power or condi- 


tion of a school which prepares a pupil fer 
the duties of life. No one doubts that the 
schools have improved during the last ton 
years, and perhaps they are better now than 
ever before: but they are not all good. For 
while some are in excellent condition, others 
are poor. And the surest way to remedy the 
defects is to remefly the teacher. In looking 
over the brief history of the school work of 
our state there appears evidence of our ad- 
vancement. 


The future of our schools as to quality 


depends on the teacher*. The right sort of 
teachers then should be employed. Two 
classes are especially responsible for the kind 
of teachers that find their way into our 
schools; viz., the'class that clothes them with 
authority and the class that directly employs 
them. 


Shall we advance in) this work? Shall the 


future yield us greater possibilities? It is for 
us to say
